Sir Henry Taken to Task For 
Reckless Language Makes 
Heated Retort. 



Strength of Government Support 
Received With Ministerial 
Cheers. 



(Loudon, Mnrcb 18.— The debate this 
evening in the House of Ominous, on 
the motion of the Liberal loader, Sir 
Henry Caraplbell-Bannernuin, yesterday, 
for the appointment of a select commit- 
tee t-u investigate the whole commercial 
history of Soutlx African war, including 
the contracts for the purchase of re- 
mounts, meats, and forage, and the con- 
tracts for freight and transportation, 
called out several acrimonious exchanges 
of remarks. 

Iteginuld MeKennn, Liberal, comment- 
ing mi the remount department, declared 
thai widespread corruption in the horse 
purchases had been disclosed in almost 
every country on the globe. 

Lord .Stanley, iinuiieial secretary to 
the War otllce, interrupted Mr. McKen- 
uu, wjth an angry denial .of a specific 
charge regarding the purchase of horses 
in ii>paiii. He said the statement waa 
maliciously false, and he demanded 
proofs of the assertion made. Mr. Mc- 
JCeuna said he took his facts from the 
reports of the comptroller and auditor 
general. The imputation of malice was 
wholly false, but, it was only part Of 
the ibogiiti defence in which the govern- 
ment was then engaged, tile quoted 
insures and claimed that they bore out 
Ins accusation. 

i.NIr. Lamftton, J.iboral Unionist, drew 
^ir Henry Onmpbell-Qinhnorinan's lire 
by declaring that the leader of the op- 
position, 'by his reckless language, had 
taken from many people, the consolation 
of reeling that tlieir relatives who had 
died in {South Africa had fallen honor- 
a'bJy in the service of their country. 

To this Sir Henry replied, angrily, "1 
gn-e the most complete and most cir- 
cumstantial denial to every word the 
honorable gentleman has said." 

This statement caused confusion in the 
House, and cries of "withdraw," but Sir 
Henry refused to withdraw his remarks, 
mul Mr. J.ambton said his language to 
iSir 'Henry referred to methods of bar- 
barism and similar talk about the con- 
centration camps and other matters." 

The Speaker, Sir William Court Gully, 
interrupting, exclaimed: "Both gentle- 
men are out of order.'' 

i.Mr. -Ijiiiiibton thereupon apologized, but 
said thai utterances such as he had 
(| noted, were gravely injuring the sol- 
dieds in 'South Africa, and the House 
ought to demand an authoritative de- 
claration of the opposition's attitude on 
this question. Mr. Norton, -Advanced 
Liberal, joined in the attack on the gov- 
ernment. He declared that the losses 
on transport of each column in South 
Africa amounted to from £70,000 sterl- 
ing to £100,000 sterling. When chal- 
lenged regarding his authority for the 
statement, Mr. Norton said IMr. Bro'd- 
rick, War secretary, had ordered a de- 
partmental committee to investigate the 
matter, and had then pigeon-holed the 
evidence. 

H. H. Asquitb, Advanced Liberal, 
strongly supported Sir Henry Gnmp- 
(Itell-IBnnnormnn's motion, which he con- 
tended was only a vote of censure, be- 
cause the government had chosen to 
make it so. 

'A. .7. Hal four, Conservative, winding 
up the debate, argued that the accept- 
ance of the motion would hamper mili- 
tary operations and give advantage to 
the enemy besides creating a bad prece- 
dent. «ir Henry's motion was rejected 
by a vote of 3-10 to 101, the ibig majority 
eliciting loud ministerial cheers.

After Four Weeks Debate Op- 
position Allow Motion to Go 
Without Division. 



Hon Mr« Prentice Makes Force- 
ful Speech on Better Terms 
For the Province. 


Motion For Railway Contract 
Causes Most Heated Dis- 
cussion of Session. 



Legislative Chamber, March IS, 1002. 

Mr. Speaker took (ho chair at 2 
o'clock p.m. 

Itev. W. (Leslie Clay offered prayer. 

Mr. M;-Bride asked tlie Hon. the Pre- 
mier if anything had been done with re- 
gard to the by-election in North Vic- 
toria? 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said that the mat- 
ter was stili under consideration. 

Mr. McPhillips continued the debate 
on the address. He deemed it his duty 
to explain his position on the Mongolian 
question. lie had always taken a stand 
against the immigration of Asiatic la- 
borers. Hi' referred to the resolution 
passed by the House during the session 
of 1000, moved by himself and second- 
ed by Mr. Murphy; to the effect that no 
company or individual should receivo 
government aid unless they bound them- 
selves not to employ Chinese or Japan- 
ese. The government'- had brought down 
a draft railway contract early in this 
session which did not contain that pro- 
vision, which fact would go to indicate 
that they had abandoned the policy em- ' 
bodied in the resolution referred to. 

With regard to the question- of disal- 
lowance, the senior member, for Vancou- 
ver had taken him to task as well as un- 
dertaking to instruct the House on the 
lnw in the premises. With all due def- 
erence to that gentleman, be insisted 
that the federal government had power 
to disallow acts which might interfere 
with paramount questious, outside the 
jurisdiction of the province, or which 
would affect some matter of Imperial 
policy. Wherever disallowance has been 
exercised he - submitted that the legis- 
lation bad come under the classification 
indicated in Todd, which he quoted in 
support of his argument. In no case had 
an act which lay within the constitution- 
al powers of the province beeu disallow- 
ed. 

He had voted against certain acts 
which contained clauses agaiust employ- 
ment of Orientals In railway work be- 
cause he had felt convinced that they 
wonld be disallowed at Ottawa as being 
beyond the jurisdiction of the province. 
He suggested that the constitutionality of 
these -acts should bo submitted- to the 
courts so that the question of the prov- 
ince's powers should be settled once for 
all. 

It was not sufficient for the government 
to say that they had made strong repre- 
sentations in writing on this question; 
they should show their good faith by em- 
bodying inhibitive clauses in railway con- 
tracts and other measures in which the 
question of Oriental labor was a factor. 

Mr. Green, moved the adjournment of 
the debate, in order that the House might 
proceed with tlie regular business of tho 
session. 

Mr. Martin urged that the debate 
should be disposed of. 

Capt. Tatlow said tho government 
wore delaying the business or the House.. 
Lie urged that the orders of the day be- 
taken up. 

Mr. Oliver would like to see the busi- 
ness proceeded with. Last year several 
bills hud been dropped on account of the 
waste of time during the early weeks of 
the session. The cond.net of certain mem- 
bers this session was disgraceful. 

Mr. McPhillips— Order! Order' 

Mr. Oliver repeated bis charge that 
lion, members bad wasted the time of 
the House. He again urged that tho 
business should lie gone on with. 

Mr. McBride thought the debate ou the 
address a most important one, in which 
every member of the House should take 
part. He wonld like to hear from the 
government as to their intentions as to 
carrying on the business of the session. 
If they were not in a position to do so, 
they should resign. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts pointed nut that when 
a vote of want of confidence was be- 
fore the House no other business could 
be taken up. The government was pre- 
pared to go on with tiie business of the 
session and they were prepared to test 
their position by a vote of the House. 

The motion to adjourn the debate was 
then defeated by a vote of 15 to IS. 

Mr. Gilmour would support Mr. 
Helracken's motion, if it were not 
brought down in its present shape, 
which was only a catch to secure the 
defeat, of the government.

CHINESE REBELS. 

Defeat General Ma After Two Da;s' 
Eight. 

Hongkong, March IS.— Gen. Ma has 
been defeated by the Kwang Si rebels, 
who have taken possession of Fang 
Cheng. They have killed or captured all 
the mandarins and have looted the 
town. Gen. Ma attacked the rebels' 
strongholds, but after an engagement 
lasting two days was forced to retreat. 
The rebels then established their head- 
quarters at Fang Cheng. The rebellion 
is spreading rapidly in the provinces of 
Kwang Si. Kwang Tung and Yuu Nan. 
A letter received here from Tien Tai, 
50 miles from Kwc ng Chou, says all 
business is suspended there owing to 
fear of the rebels. 

Marshal Su is at Tien Chou and Gen. 
Ala is at Kao Chou. Both of these 
commanders are awaiting reinforce- 
ments. They wish to join their forces, 
but the rebels are holding all the inter- 
vening passes and prevent, a junction of 
the government troops. Many of the im- 
perial soldiers are joining the rebels, 
owing to the superior pay offered them 
and the opportunity for looting. The 
rebel leader is Hung Min, a relative of 
the celebrated Hung Sou Cliuen, leader 
of the Tni -Ping rebellion.

Next Winter. 

Winnipeg, March IS— (Special.)— At a 
banquet to the Montreal hockey team, 
who won the Stanley cup hist night by 
a score of two goals to one, W. Mac-

M. S. Revenge Intercepts

London, March IS. — The Globe's naval 
correspondent reports that on her recent 
cruise along the Irish coast the British 
battleship Revenge was fitted with 
wireless telegraph apparatus and 
eeived a number of private Marconi- 
grams passing between mail steamer 
and tlie shore. The correspondent un- 
derstands that the admiralty proposes 
to make an attempt to Intercept Mar 
ennigrams from an experimental station 
across the Atlantic, with tin; view of d 
teimining whether Signor Marconi lias 
perfected his syntonic system. 



HOBOKMN DOCK FIRE. 

Piers 'Burned and One Steamship De- 
stroyed. 

New York, March 18.— The pier of the 
Phoenix Hue in Hobokon, was destroyed 
by fire tonight. The steamship British 
Queen, was totally destroyed, several 
lighters were burned, the fire threatened 
the Campbell store, and for a time looked 
as if the flames would reach the Holland- 
American line docks. The Mann, of 
the latter line, was towed safely into 
the stream. 

Men who were on the docks and on the 
British Queen when the fire started, as- 
sort that the chief engineer of the British 
Queen is unaccounted for. 

The lire started at 8:30, near the end 
of the 'Phoenix pier, nearest the North 
river, among cotton bales, with which 
the pier was covered. The flames ran 
i.'i directions until the whole structure, 
winch was a wooden one, surmounted 
by a frame shed was enveloped. 

The steamer British Queen, owned by 
the Phoenix people, was tied to the 
•south side of the pier, and the Uames 
leaped to her upper decks. These decks 
were covered with cattle pens, which 
being built of light timber, were the 
means of at once spreading the fire over 
the Ntonmor. There was no chance to 
<Mi1 her loose from her berth until about 
11 o'clock, when tugs laid hold of her 
and got her into midstrea.m Her crew 
had a narrow escape. 

At midnight rumors wore revived that 
there had beeu loss of life by the fire. 
The stories came from the months of 
'longshoremen, iwho lelnimedj to have 
«eon from 12 to 15 men struggling in 
the water alongside the piers when the 
fire started. Whether they got out 
safely or not, they could not learn. The 
quartermaster of the Queen said some 
of the crew of that vessel were asleep 
in the forecastle when the fire began, and 
if this was so, might not have escaped as 
he did. 



•SOLDIERS RIOT. 

One .Man Killed and Several Wounded 
in Fight in Alabama, 

Mobile, Ala., March 18.— iA report was 
received from Fort 'Morgan, Ala., to- 
day, at the entrance to Mobilo Bay, that 
a riot between soldiers and civilians oc- 
curred there Sunday night. One man 
is reported to have been killed and 10 
or 15 wounded. There has been no com- 
munication between the .barracks and 
this city since 'Sunday afternoon. The 
news was not learned until a private 
boat came in today. About 40 or 50 sold- 
iers were drinking at a sabton here called 
tho "Blue Goose," on the outside of 
the reservation, when the light started 
(between the boys in uniform and a crowd 
of civilians, who are making repairs at 
tho barracks. Pistols and knives arc- 
said to have been used. Michael ICoough- 
nn, who was discharged last Saturday 
from the army, was shot to death, and 
10 or .15 more wounded in the shooting 
and cutting, which was general for a 
time.

A meeting of the directors of the 
Jubilee hospital was hold last night at 
the ■Hoard of Trade rooms, with Presi- 
dent Holla ml in the chair, and directors 
Joshua Davios, I. Brnverman, \V. Wil- 
son, J. It. Porman, II. S. Day, It. L. 
Drury, K. B. Pembertou, II. iD. Helmc- 
ken and It. Brett present. The business 
ranged from copyrighted hospital nurses 
uniforms, to building chicken fences, 
from drainage schemes to the placing of 
portraits of the presidents In the hospital 
olllce, and the hospital 'bin before the 
House. Tho House committee in their 
report ordered payment for the building 
of the lavatory, which was approved. 
Regarding tho admission of the wives 
and families of the soldiers of H. SI. 
garrison, tho committee recommended 
that they he admitted to tho public ward 
nt $7 per week. This was adopted. The 
committee also reported that: 

"As nursing institutions in other parts 
of Canada have protected the uniform of 
their nurses, anil as nurses who have 
not graduated from the Jubilee are wear- 
ing our uniform, we consider the time 
has come when we should, if possible, 
protect our nurses ami ourselves, and 
we suggest that the necessary steiw bo 
taken to find out what can he done in 
this matter, and if successful, for the 
preparation of a suitably designed ma- 
terial for their use." 

The House committee was instructed 
to wait upon the government to ask that 
steps 'ho taken to this end, mid have 
the. nurses uniforms copyrighted. 

The Grounds committee reported, re- 
commending the building of a fence 
around the chicken ranch to safeguard 
the 150 chickens at a cost of $100. The 
committee also recommended that steps 
be taken to remedy tho bad drainage 
from Iho vegetable garden Of tho hos- 
pital, and ndjoining isolation hospital, 
and a committee consisting of the Presi- 
dent and .Messrs. Wilson and Pember- 
tou were appointed to interview the City 
Council to sec what can 'bo done to im- 
prove the drainage, and report at a 
special meeting. 

■After sonic discussion regarding tho 
hospital bill, a committee consisting of 
Messrs Helmcken, Davies and Day were 
appointed to wait on the government in 
this regard. Mr. Davies pointed out that 
as the maximum grant given to a hos- 
pital was $10,000, and as the hospital 
was now receiving that amount, and if 
it iucreascd in size there would (lie no 
addition, and as according "to the terms 
of tho act, the amount that would have 
been paid the hospital last year for 15,- 
.'127 days stay of patients was $8,507.15, 
tho hospital would not be the gainer by 
the new act 

Mr. E, A. Lewis proposed that the por- 
traits of the presidents, present and past, 
ten in all, he secured, framed, ami plac- 
ed in tho hospital olllce alongside those 
'>f her Date Majesty and the Prince and 
IPrincess. 

Mrs. Hasell wrote on behalf of the 
Women's Auxiliary, that the ladies had 
a sum in hand to provide sterilizing ap- 
paratus at the hospital, and appealing 
for the establishment of a maternity 
ward and children's ward. The ladies 
were thanked for the money provided for 
sterilizing apparatus, which the House 
committee will install. On motion of 
Mr. .Lewis, the secretary was instructed 
to notify the Indies that the work could 
not be carried out now, but the board 
would 'bring the work forward us soon 
as possible. The Ladies' Auxiliary has 
now .^I'.tiOO in hand towards the pro- 
ject. 

i.Miss FTenney, head nurse, tendered her 
resignation, which was regretfully ac- 
cepted. A motion was carried instruct- 
ing tlv matron to choose a successor. 
Mi.-s May McDonald will be tendered the 
position. 

Dr. Hasell, resident medical superin 
tendent, reported that tho number of 
patients admitted during the month was 
00, number treated, 103; total days' stay, 
1,380; and daily average number of pa- 
tients, 40.11. Received and filed. 

The matron acknowledged the follow- 
ing donations: Papers and magazines 
from Mrs. Richard Hall;. hoots and 
clothing from .Mr. Bolton; magazines 
from Mrs. Earle; old linen from Mrs. 
Potts mid Mrs. Bullen. 'Received and 
filed, and donors thanked'. The steward 
acknowledged the following donations:

An adjourned meeting of the City Coun- 
cil was held last night. Ills IWorshltf 
Mayor Haj-ward presiding and the follow- 
ing aldermen being present: Messrs. Kins- 
man, Williams. Cameron, Vincent, Grahamc. 
MeLandicss,! Wurthiugtou, lutes unci Bar- 
nard. 

The meeting went Into committee at once 
to consider the I'olut EUIco bridge ques- 
tion. His Worship began by giving a re- 
sume of the position and progress already 
made on the project ■ 

A steel bridge hud at first been aeelded 
on at a cost of about $100,000. of which 
.$70,000 was already provided for by the 
by-law of last year. This amount was sup- 
plemented tl/vough au agreement with the 
Tramway company, by n contribution from 
that buily of 2o per cent of the Initial cost 
up to the sum of 520,000, and after Unit 
an undertaking to meet a uimrter of the 
cost of maintenance. The government had 
also Intimated that StlO.OOO would be 1 con- 
tributed out of the provincial treasury. 
Then a proposal had been made to erect a 
stone bridge, and another for a composite 
structure of steel and concrete. These 
would cost about 8210,000, and $100,000 re- 
spectively. There was not much doubt, he 
thought, 'about which' was the best. That 
was (he stone one. But the matter of cost 
was against it, (or were this sort of bridge 
decided on, another $100,000 would have 
to bo raised. On that point, however, a 
committee had been appointed. 

Aid. Grahamc thought that the city 
would have to lie contented with a $95,000 
bridge, ami that meant that they could 
not have a stone one. ' 

His Worship then read the report of the 
committee of the 24th February regarding 
the choice of stone or steel. This had been 
referred back for further Information on 
the matter of cost. 

Aid. Williams thought that the best 
bridge was the one that was wanted. With 
the contributions of $30,000 from the gov- 
ernment and $20,000 from the Tramway 
company, and the $80,000 accruing through 
tli»> by-law and Its subseoucnt Interest, It 
would give the city $130,000 to go on with 
and the concrete and steel structure sug- 
gested by Mr. Mohuu was estimated to cost 
Jiut $122,000. 

Aid. Cameron claimed thnt the report had 
been made simply to enable the public to 
express opinions, and to nil Intents ami 
purposes it had met with no response, lhe 
people wanted n bridge us quickly us possi- 
ble, and the length of time required for 
building a stone bridge and the amount of 
money involved seemed to be fatal to the 
stone project. 

Aid. Vincent suggested that the Council 
proceed to instruct Theodore Cooper of 
New York, to prepare plans for the brld; 
forthwith. 

Aid. Williams reminded tho council that 
distant fields looked green. Hp would pre 
for to spend tho $3,000 odd that this would 
cost amongst our own people. 

Engineer Topp, who had been sent for, 
here reported that u bridge such as sug- 
gested by Mr. Sorby, would cost about 
$210,000, or stripped as bare as possible, 
$100,000 at least. A icoucrete-stoel bridge 
would, on a rough estimate, cost $100,000. 
Tills would entail more money being spent 
in the city for labor than the stone brldg 
The steel would cost about $10,000. In case 
of a stone bridge, the cutting of the blocks 
would "be dime at the quarry and thus tills 
item of the cost would not be all spoilt in 
the city Itself. , , _, 

The Mayor then produced and read Mr. 
Mohun's ietter regarding a concrete-steel 
structure. From this It appeared that the 
whole would cost $122.C*l, of which the 
cost of the steel was KSO.OOO. leaving to be 
spent In the city on ordinary labor, about 
$!HJ,000. Mr. Mohuu further stated that tho 
life of a steel truss had been estimated nt 
oO years, but that was very uncertain, and 
would entail regular and careful cleaning 
off of rust and repainting every three 
years. 

Aid. Williams suggested a conference 
with Messrs Itattenbury. Mohun and Sorby 
and others, at which a lot of the Questions 
at Issue might be well threshed out. 

Aid. McCandless thought that the public 
wanted n steel bridge ami they wanted It 
nt once. With this. Aid. Worthlngton quite 
concurred. , 

Aid. Cameron reviewed the position by 
showiug that any change from a steel to 
a stone structure would now entail a great 
deal of delay through having to go back 
again to the public works department at. 
Ottawa. It would also mean a fresh ar- 
rangement to be made with the Tramway 
company, Who were already growing lni- 
atlent under the deiny. Again, with the 
promised acquisition of the Songhees re- 
serve there was no doubt but that a. new 
bridge would soon be wanted at the foot 
of Johnson street. This would -cost, say 
.$tK),(KKi. anil so even If at Point Elllee a 
steel bridge were built for $05,000, there 
was clearly not enough money to go around. 

It was then moved by Aid. Barnard that 
it be decided to erect a steei bridge, and 
that some architect be instructed to pre- 
pare the plans at once, the cost not to ex- 
ceed $03,000. 

Aid. Yates Inquired whether the substruc- 
ture should be composed of stone or con- 
crete? 

Aid. Williams moved In amendment that 
the matter be laid over uutil tonight so 
that a conference be hold then with Messrs 
Mohun, Itattenbury and Soi<by. und tho 
manager of the Albion Iron Works. 

The amendment was lost on a vote of 
live to four, the division being as follows 

Ayes— Yates, McCaudlesa, Worthlngton 
Williams. 

Nays— Barnard. Grahamc, Vincent, Kins- 
man and Cameron. 

Aid. 1'ates then moved in further amend- 
ment that the committee report to the 
council on the corporation costs and merits 
of the different styles or bridge. 

This was voted down on the same divis- 
ion. 

The motion for a steel bridge was then 
curried on a vote of seven to three. Aid. 
Williams. Yates, Worthlngton dissenting. 

Aid. Grn hnine then moved that the brldgo 
have a concrete substructure. 

At this point Mr. Topp explained that 
this would be of concrete entirely placed 
upon piles cut off at the mud line. Ho 
thought, however, that It might be well 
to see what the superstructure would cost 
before deciding on the substructure. If 
the steel work cost more than was ex- 
pected they would then be able to fall 
back on 7-foot cylinders for the foundation, 
which would cost much less than a big solid 
pier of concrete. 

In consideration of this the motion waa 
altered to read, and It was carried, that 
the city build the substructure under this 
direction. 

rt was then decided that tho bridge Imvo 
2-1 feet of roadway, with two 5-foot side-, 
walks, and that the train tracks be on 
one side. 

Regarding the plans. Aid. Williams 
thought there was no need to go outside tho 
city for an engineer. He would advocate 
thnt a Canadian engineer be employed. He) 
did not want to see the money spent out of 
the country. 

Several of the aldermen thought thnt the 
best man possible should be had, and tho 
names of Messrs. Theodore Cooper of Nov.'

The city clerk was then Instructed to 
communicate with Mr. Cooper, engaging his 
services, while His Worship was authoriz- 
ed to telegraph Senator Temple-mim re- 
garding Wie consent of the government to 
the erection of tho bridge.

— At the mooting of 
the mock parliament to be held this 
evening in the lecture room of St. An- 
drew's Presbyterian church, the follow- 
ing resolution will be discussed: Where- 
as, the extension of the suffrage to all 
British subjects over the age of 21 years 
bus resulted in lowering the standard of 
ability of those entitled to rote ou im- 
portant questions of public policy; and 
whereas, such ability to vote should be 
founded upon a sufficient knowledge of 
the matters at issue to enable an intelli- 
gent opinion to be arrived at, which is 
not the case at present: Therefore bo it 
resolved that a royal commission, consist- 
ing of three judges of tho supremo court, 
be appointed to fully investigate the sub- 
ject and to recommend to this house tho 
best method of obtaining a higher stan- 
dard of intelligence in those entitled to 
vote, by means of nn educational test, 
duplicate voting, race restriction, or 
otherwise, as to such commission may 
appear expedient." The present fran 
chise act does not satisfy everybody and 
those who disagree with the "every man 
one vote" idea will no doubt make a 
strong light.

'Reports of the President, the 
Ladles Committee and 
Treasurer. 



'Tho twenty-ninth annual meeting of 
the Protestant Orphans' iHtnne was held 
in the City hall yesterday afternoon, His 

Wowhip '.Mayor llayward in the chair. 
There was a large attendance, among 
those present lx;ing': Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Oridge, Rt. Rev. Bishop I'crrin, Rev. Dr. 
Campbell, Rev. B. G. Miller, Rev. J. 
ii. Hastings, Rev. J. F. Viehert, Rev. 
W. tU Clay, Rev. R B. Blyth, Messrs. 
Shakespeare, Spragge, W. Mart-bant, E. 
Crow Raker, the secretary, and n number 
of lndiets. Bishop 'Oridge opened the 
meeting with prayer. The minutes of 
the last annual meeting were taken as 
read, «nd adopted. The president's re- 
port was then read, as follows: 

Ladles und Gentlemen,-' The full and In- 
terestlng report from the tallies' committee 
presented tu you toduy, renders It unneces- 
sary for me to refer 'to the Internal work 
of the Home, or to the- matters falling 
within the Immediate scope ot. the duties 
so wisely provided by our constitution as 
the especial care of the ladles' committee. 

There are, however, one or two things 
arlslug out of the .proceedings of the last 
year to which your attention Is particularly 
Invited. The additional and successful ef- 
forts made by the ladles for placing out 
children, either at service in foster homes, 
or for adoption, have Introduced the ques- 
tion of providing a systematic ■ scheme of 
Inspection and supervision. Experience 
has shown that . It Is In the highest degree 
essential that the beneficent work of the 
Home should not cease when the chile 
leaves Its sheltering roof, and It is hoped 
that the Incoming managers will be en- 
abled .to satisfactorily arrange for tills Im- 
portant work. 

Our renewed appear to the Board ' of 
School Trustees" to" provide a teacher at the 
Home was not received with favor, not- 
wllhstniidlng our offer to supply all that 
was requisite In the way of accommodation, 
fuel, etc. The -reason that Induced your 
managers to make this appeal still exists, 
and it now 'becomes necessary to carefully 
consider the expediency of employing on 
our own Account a suitable certificated res- 
ident teacher, -whose whole time would bo 
devoted to the best Interests of the chil- 
dren. There would be many advantages 
In connection with the cnryylnir out or 
this Idea, not the least of which would be 
the especial opportunity afforded the teaeh- 
<>r to obtain an insight to. the character, 
Inclinations and .abilities of the children. 
The additional cost to this Institution 
should -.not be leonsldereil ns a loss, as the 
public schools, being relieved of the pres- 
sure now put upon them by our children 
attending them, would benefit to that ex- 
tent at least, and the charge upon the pub- 
lic funds .correspondingly reduced. fills 
matter Is also commended to the earnest 
attention of the new managers. 

The Honorary Treasurer's financial state- 
ment present some very satisfactory fea- 
tures, among them being the large amount 
received for board of inmates, due In great 
measure to the untiring efforts of the, 
treasurer In collecting arrears. 

The gratifying surplus of over SHOO has 
since the balance sheet was prepared, been 
appropriated In part to the reduction of 
our mortgage dept. -which now stands at 
$0,200. 

It would be well If a united effort be 
made during the. year to entirely extinguish 
this debt, and towards this desirable end, 
It is suggested '.that the collection of sub- 
scriptions receive special attention. There 
is no doubt that. receipts from this source 
could be '.very largely increased, and when 
once a subscriber is added to the list It 
Should 'lie the dntv of some one to see that 
It Is not overlooked In the next collection. 

It Is pleasing to note that the genera] 
affairs -of the Home are now In a most sat- 
isfactory condition. The new matron came 
well recommended and her excellent work 
has fully justified our expectations. The 
health, progress and good conduct of the 
Inmates now 'being very gratifying to nil 
concerned. 

The recent kind response of the noonle of 
Victoria to the appeal of the ladles' com- 
mittee lor aid to'this institution by an ex- 
hibition of dolls. and ping-pong, whereby 
the net sum of $370 was added to the fund, 
Is in line with our past experience, and Is 
•most encouraging to the managers, who 
foe] that they can confidently rely upon 
all the support necessary to carry on this 
good work, and iris hoped this feeling will 
pervade the new management so that there 
will be no hesitation In extending, if ncces- 
sltv arise,: the kindly shelter and support 
of "the Home to all the unfortunate little 
ones who mav need Its care.

In this age, when every nation stands 
appalled In the presence of anarchism, the 
salvation of home and leliureh life depends 
upon the education, of Children in obedi- 
ence. Industry, loyalty, morality anil re- 
ligion. From this point of view the ladles''

committee feel that there Is no greater In- 
stitution established, or one that should 
be more; carefully fostered, than the 1 ro- 
tcstant Orphans' Home In Victoria. 

Some months ngo we had to lament tuc 
loss of our energetic and successful matron 
Mrs. McGregor. It was cause for deep 
regret «B the committee when she had to 
resign Choi position she had Oiled with so 
much acceptance. 

It was unnecessary to refer to the man> 
drawbacks under which the work of tin 
Home bad to be icurrled on for a ;;hort 
time. About the middle of November last 
Miss Hvnds, of Toronto, our present ma- 
tron, entered upon her duties. It gives us 
much pleasure to speak of Miss Hvnds 
qualifications in this capacity. She has had 
an experience of twelve years us matron 
of the Children's Home in Winnipeg, hav- 
ing usually fifty or sixty children under 
her care.

Mrs, Morrison, who. by co-operating with 
Miss Hynds, has -aided in bringing the 
Home to a most satisfactory state.

president, 'Mrs. Hayward, who was taken 
away suddenly In the midst of her active 
life. We mourn her loss, and 'we shall do 
honor to her memory, not only on account 
of the wise experience and punctual dis- 
charge of her duties, but because she al- 
wavs set an example of high and pure 
morality, and we may best cherish the 
memory of the friend whom we loved by 
following In her footsteps. 

The "Pound Party" was again success- 
fully given at the Home In June, and the 
appreciation of the public was manifested 
lu a most substantial manner. 

.The Hoard of Management decided to 
postpone the annual excursion, but Mr. 
Dunsmulr generously donated an amount 
quite acceptable In lieu of this regular 
feature.

The committee desire to tender a sincere 
and heartv vote of thanks to Dr. Carter 
for his 'faithful work among the children. 
Ity his gentleness and care he has won the 
hearts of the little ones, and the matron 
has ever found him prompt! and ready to 
respond to nn appeal for his services. 

The donations, as heretofore, have been 
generous la tile extreme. Among them we 
mention 'Mr. Koblns' supply of coal: the 
substantial assistance of a number of ladies 
through the kindly and energetic efforts 
of Mrs. Crow-Baker, In placing our dor- 
mitories above reproach.

From Vernon News. 

One of the most vigorously contested 
elections ever fought lu this province ter- 
minated last Monday when Colonel E. 
(i. Prior, the new Minister of Mines, was 
returned In Victoria ns n supporter of 
the Dunsmulr government. The campaign 
was brief: but from start to finish the 
full energies of both parties wen? strained 
to the utmost, and It Is perhaps as well for 
all concerned that the hostilities were 
not further prolonged. 

For more than one reason the result, 
affords us .considerable satisfaction. In 
the first place the government gains nn 
extremely competent and reliable minister 
in Colonel Prior, and the provincial leg- 
islature secures a member second to none. 
In ability und experience, to any of his 
colleagues. Another and very Important 
reason for rejoicing over the outcome of 
this election lies In the fact that the sta- 
bility of the government Is very much 
Increased thereby, and the danger of a 
smash-up, with Its attendant condition of 
political chaos. Is averted at a time when 
a defeat of the administration would have 
a disastrous effect upon the general In- 
terests of the province. With whatever 
faults may be, laid at Its doors, the gov- 
ernment under Premier Dunsmulr is Im- 
measurably superior to anything that could 
be brought about under the guidance of 
Mt. Meltrlde and the motly following 
under his nominal control. We by no 
means claim that it approaches anywhere 
near perfection: but Is useless to turn for 
relief to the opposite side of the house, 
and under existing circumstances it would 
be most undesirable that tlie session should 
not be continued tinder the present reg- 
ime. Take, for Instance, one case out of 
many, affecting this district: The con- 
struction of tile Vernon and Midway rail- 
way Is a matter of paramount Importance 
to this section. We have reason to be- 
lieve that the Dunsmulr government and 
the promoters have reached an under- 
standing whereby the building of the line 
will be speedily brought about: but should 
dissolution occur, a new government be 
formed, or a general election precipitated, 
I his work would receive a set-back which 
might mean years of delay to the pro- 
ject. This Is only one Instance out of 
many that -might be cited, and for numer- 
ous other reasons we cannot ngree with 
those who profess to believe that n "new 
deal" furnishes the best solution of the 
admittedly unsatisfactory condition of our 
public affairs. On the contrary we hold 
It reasonable to hope that the premier 
will be able to brlnj; additional strength 
to his cabinet, and that, some of the 
cooler heads among the opposition' will vet 
see the sense of giving him a sufficient 
amount of independent support to enable 
him to cany on tlie business of the coun- 
try In a manner which our requirements 
demand. 

One feature of the late campaign In 
Victoria stands out somewhat prominently. 
It has been generally understood that one 
thing which Mr. Dunsmulr could not do is to 
make a speech. He has been termed the 
"silent premier," nnd It has been his 
practice to allow his Ideas and policy to 
be brought before the House through 
the medium of some of his ministers or 
followers. To the surprise of all he np- 
peared on the platform during the con- 
test and made a rattling uood address 
to the electors. He gave what might be 
termed a "heart-to-heart" talk, and proved 
that not only could be speak: but, unlike 

some that might M named, lu uld say 

Something worth hearing. During the 
course of his remarks be handled some of 
his opponents without gloves, and we faney 
that Messrs. McRride. Tatlow and Garden 
must have on that occasion put In rather 
an unpleasant quarter of an hour. Tim 
premier's capabilities have evidently yet 
been hardly fathomed even by that 're- 
markable statesman, the lender of the op- 
position. 

Another thing that the Victoria contest 
seems to have, made plain Is that It will 
be a matter of no small difficulty to bring 
about the cleavage of provincial politics 
along Dominion party lines. Mr. Bodwell 
Is a prominent Liberal, though not nn 
adherent or the faction which recently 
accepted Mr. Joseph Mnrtln ns Its leader, 
wiiile Colonel Prior lias long been one of 
the best known Conservatives In British 
Columbia. Allied to each candidate were 
men of all shades of politics. Among the 
supporters of the new minister were n 
large number of the most staunch Lib- 
erals In Victoria, while equally prominent 
Conservatives fought under Mr. Bodweirs 
banner. Mr. Barnard, who re'eently was 
the unsuccessful Couservati vo candidate for 
the Dominion seat In VlClorl-.a. was opposed 
to Colonel Prior, while Mr. Hllev. Who now 
represents that city as n supporter of the 
Laurler government, wired from Ottawa an 
expression of Ills sympathy with the Duns- 
mulr government. A more Inextricable 
mlx-up In this respect can hardly 
be Imagined: nnd. whatever may be done 
In other par-Is of the province. It seems 
"nilkely thnt party lines will dominate 
Victoria politics for some time to come.

UNEXPECTEDLY HUMOROUS.' 

Humorous matters continually crop up 
in the most unexpected places for those 
who have eyes to sea and ears to hear; 
but one of the last places most people 
would ever dream of looking for them 
is in an Auditor-General's Report. Yet 
we cau assure our readers that tho Re- 
port of the Auditor-General for 1901 is 
ibrimful of the most exquisite humor, not 
certainly in its endless columns of sta- 
tistics, but in the tone of tho correspond- 
ence which enlivens its pages. (Mr. .1. 
E. McDougall, A.-G., is an official who is 
responsible to no one, so long as he per- 
forms the duties of his office according 
to the dictates of his conscience. His 
conscience appears to be exacting. It 
leads hilts into hauling the various De- 
partments over the coals in a particular- 
ly lively fashion. And, while he is no 
doubt actuated by a high sense of duty, 
there may be detected in his letters tt 
very keen relish of his position, and a 
determination that every one shall fully 
Tcalize what and who Mr. J. L. Mc- 
Dougall is, and with what authority he 
is clothed. There is one series of cor- 
respondence which is covered by thtf 
headline. "Agent overdraws his bank 
account," a caption sufficiently startling 
in itself. It begins as follows: "I beg 
to ask for an explanation of a charge of 
§1.54 in tho duly, 1000, Contingent Ac- 
count of the Agent Murine at Halifax, 
for protest fees on n cheque for $33.00 
issued by him in favor of F. Lawson on 
June .'10, 1900," and so forth. An ex- 
planation was furnished Mr. McDougall 
-by the Department of Marine and Fish- 
eries. He promptly replied that in his 
opinion the explanation was "not at all 
satisfactory." This drew a letter from 
the Acting Deputy Minister of Marine 
and Fisheries, which says, among other 
things of a deprecatory nature, "l have 
the honor to inform you that tho De- 
partment considers that tho agent should 
have watched his bank account as you 
suggest, and that I have communicated 
witli him in that sense." There are prob- 
ably about four millions of people in 
Canada who would like to be able to 
talk to the Departments of State like 
that, and to receive in reply tho same 
humble and apologetic answers. But 
there is only one man who is actually 
able to do it, Mr. ,T. L. McDougall, the 
Auditor-General. He has them all un- 
der wholesome discipline. He must be 
desperately unpopular with the Depart- 
ments themselves. But his relations 
with them as depicted in his occasional 
correspondence reveal a drama which is 
highly amusing to tho uninterested spec 
tator. 



THE DEBATE ON THE ADDRESS.

The members of the legislature must 
lmvc breathed a heartfelt sigh of relief 
when tho debate on the Address was 
finally concluded yesterday. A more 
weary, profitless and futile discussion 
never occupied the time of any repre- 
sentative assembly. There was no at- 
tempt on the part of the members tof the 
opposition to legitimately criticize the 
acts, poiiey, or programme of the 
government. They confined themselves 
to talking politics, and a very cheap 
variety of politics at that. They show- 
ed neither coherence, lucidity, nor com- 
mon sense. Mr, Richard McBride 
should either abdicate his leadership of 
such political nondescripts, or insist upon 
some sort of discipline,, upon some sort 
of adherence to a generally understood 
and consistent Hue of political action. No 
body knows what this so-called opposi- 
tion is aiming at, least of all we should 
think their loader, who appears to have 
been elected to this unenviable position 
in order that he might be made to father 
all the wild vagaries of their individual 
caprice. The only substantial contribu- 
tions to the debate, if we except, the 
masterly exposition in which Mr. Martin 
defined bis position toward the govern- 
ment and his altitude on the disallow- 
ance of provincial legislation on the ques- 
tion of Mongolian immigration, were 
the speeches of three ministers, the Hon. 
D. M. Eherts, the Hon. E. G. Prior 
and the Hon. ,T. D. Prentice. These 
speeches dealt with matters of real mo- 
ment to the country, the policy of the 
province towards Mongolian immigration, 
the prosperity and progress of the min- 
ing industry, the advance of agriculture 
and the question of better terms between 
the Province and the Dominion. In 
their speeches the ministers showed, and 
showed conclusively, that they had a 
grip upon the questions that concern the 
pence and prosperity of British Colum- 
bia, and that the government is in full 
sympathy with the real needs and legi- 
timate aspirations of the people. We 
cannot comment upon all that these min- 
isters had to say. We have endeavored 
In give every one an opportunity to 
form a judgment upon their words as 
they fell from their own lips. But we 
■cannot forbear from commenting on the 
fact that the case of the province in its 
relations with the Dominion has never 
bceu presented in a more clear, logical 
and convincing way, or with such a 
wealth of pertinent illustration, as. 'by 
Mr. Prentice yesterday. There is no 
nia n who listened to what he had to say, 
be he friend or foe, but must have felt 
that the case for better terms was ab- 
solutely proven beyond dispute, and we 
hope that the country will not be back- 
ward to reflect what an immense debt 
it owes to the present government in this 
regard. Subjected to great pressure at 
the hands of those who made private 
advantage and individual ambition serve 
for the motive of their political actions, 
that government absolutely refused to 
deflect tho policy of British Columbia 
from these matters of practical moment 
and real importance upon which its fu- 
ture progress and prosperity depend. 



The following, which we have received 
as a subscriber- to the Associated Press, 
is mysterious, if authentic: 

Cornwall, Out., (March . lS.-<Melvin 
Hall, a Dundas County desperado, who 
for some time past has been leading a 
career of crime, terrorizing the country, 
was today sentenced to 10 years in 
Kingston penitentiary on a charge of 
stealing eight Ibushels of oats. 

It Teminds us of the charge by a 
county magistrate to a convicted prison- 
er: "Prisoner at the bar. Heaven has 
'blessed you with health and strength, in- 
stead of which you go ahout the coun- 
try stealing ducks." 

If Mr. Richard McBride, leader of His 
'Majesty's loyal opposition docs not 
quickly disassociate himself from the 
vagaries -of the member from. Rossland, 
the peoph' ot the province will bo obliged 
to make Hint share the responsibility for 
them. If he cannot restrain the hysteri- 
cal eccentricities of an irresponsible fol- 
lower, he should at least take care that 
that 'follower is not recognized as the 
spokesman of the opposition.

PRESS COMMENTS. 



Whenever It Is announced that the Brit- 
ish government Is endeavoring to make 
enlistment more attractive to the young 
men of the Mother Country by Increasing 
the small dole which "Tommy" may hope 
to earn by making dally peril a profession, 
we are reminded that the military equip- 
ment of Britain has a cash basis. One rea- 
son why Britain has a small arm, Is Umt 
It Is all she pays for; <iml It costs her a 
good deal more per head than the armies 
of her continental rivals. If she could af- 
ford u larger wage, she could net a better 
and a larger army; hut the very prosperity 
of her people renders It more difficult to 
persuade them to "take flic shP.llug," and 
handicaps her lay that much In the competi- 
tion with less well-off folk. 

It Is Just as well for Canadians to think 
of this when considering their relations to 
the Empire. Britain has not a bottomless 
pur.se. It Is possible that Just now she Is 
dipping Into It about as deeply as she can. 
Now there seems to lie no disposition what- 
ever on the part of the home government 
to press the colonics for contributions. We 
can depend upon It that we shall always 
pay our way on the voluntary system. 

Hut there is pressure from the other side. 
We cannot afford to let the defences of the 
Empire full to the danger point; and If 
Britain Is unulilc to attract the recruits she 
needs with the funds at her disposal, a 
choiue will He before us either to lielp Brit- 
ain or else to start a defensive establish- 
ment of our own. In this wicked world, 
no wealth-possessing people — no people 
with so attractive a country as ours— can 
afford to go about unarmed.— Montreal Star.

THE VALUE OF A MINE. 

The letter from Mr. A. C. Gait, of 
Rosslnud, which we publish this morn 
ing, presents in a very clear and succlnt 
fashion the great value which even one 
large productive mine is to tho commun- 
ity at large. Wo arc all more or loss im- 
pressed with this is a general way, but 
not through the impact of such figures 
as are quoted by Mr. Gait. There is 
no one, we imagine, who will quarrel 
with Mr. Gait's conclusion — "Is it not 
time that our government and legisla 
tare should cease wrangling over side is 
sues, and devote their attention to the 
encouragement of an industry which i 
so fruitful of profit to tho whole Prov 
ince?" Perhaps in Rossland people are 
under the impression that the government 
is wrangling over side issues. The gov- 
ernment at present is watching tho op 
position abuse the forms of procedure to 
obstruct the business of the country. We 
should thiuk that would be fully appar- 
ent to anyone who contrasts the states- 
manlike speeches of tho Minister of 
Mines and the Attorney-General on Mon 
day with the extraordinary trivialities 
and technicalities upon which the op- 
position are accustomed to waste hours 
of debate. With Mr. Gait's assertion 
that the mining industry is at present in 
a general condition of discouragement, 
and that there is a general cessation of 
dividends, we are unable altogether to 
agree. It is fair to ask the question, 
"In what particular mines is this ces- 
sation?" The amount of money distrib 
uted in dividends during 1901 was larger 
tiiau the sum in any previous year. We 
know besides that very large sums, 
which were taken out of profits, iwerc 
sunk in capital expenditure in the Le 
Itoi, the Granby Consolidation, in th 
i'mir and in many other properties. Th 
dividends declared during the first three 
months of the present year have been 
fairly satisfactory, if the adverse condi- 
tion of the markets and the financial em- 
barrassment of some large companies 
through gross mismanagement be con- 
sidered. The gross return to the pro- 
vincial revenue from the mining indus- 
try is no greater in proportion to the re- 
turn from other industries in the prov- 
ince, tban the production of wealth from 
the mines is greater than tho production 
of wealth from other industries. Brit- 
ish Columbia does not "extract as much 
revenue from her mines as most other 
countries. Are the mines of British 
Columbia less rich than those of other 
countries, that they cannot afford to con- 
tribute as much to the treasury? We 
cannot admit that. However, there are 
many ways in which the government can 
assist the development of the mining in- 
dustry, and as the willingness is there, 
the occasion will not be overlooked when 
it presents itself. 



The Hon. the Minister of Agriculture, 
in the debate in the Legislature yester- 
day afternoon, paid a handsome tribute 
to Mr. G. II. Hadwen, of Cowicha'n, 
which all those conversant with that 
gentleman's work of the past two years 
well- know to bo exceedingly 'well de- 
served. As secretary of the Dairymen's 
Association, that gentleman brought to 
the office a great fund of practical 
knowledge upon tho many branches of 
the dairying and dive stock industries. 
The scheme of importing pure-bred stock 
for the ranchers and farmers of the vari- 
ous districts of the province owes much 
to Mr. Hadwen for its successful work- 
ing out. Mr. Iladwen's exertions were 
recognized by the leading agricultural- 
ists of British Columbia at the recent 
meeting of the Central Farmers' Insti- 
tute, at which farmer after farmer paid 
ninny nice compliments to that gentle- 
man, while expressing their satisfaction 
with the general results of this new de- 
parture of the association. 



One of the most Important acts of tho 
Manitoba legislature was the granting of 
further aid to the Canadian Northern Hall- 
way company to assist In the construction 
of certain branch Hues In Manitoba. The 
company was granted a guarantee of bonds 
to the extent of $8,000 per mile, amount- 
ing to n total of $1,570,000. This amount, 
however. Is not all an additional liability 
upon the province. The sum of $SS0,000 Is 
a transfer of guarantee from another pro- 
posed Canadian Northern railway line to 
branch lines In Manitoba. Under a former 
act. the company was given a guarantee 
for certain road to be 'built beyond the 
northern boundary of the province. This 
Included a proposed branch to the Nortlh 
Saskatchewan river. This guarantee 1ms 
been transferred to new branch lines with- 
in the province, as stated, and from n pro- 
vincial point of view. Is a gain to that ex- 
tent. The .sum of SG90.000 is an increase 
In the liability of the province, for which 
new branch railways have been or will bo 
secured.— Oommerlcal, Winnipeg. 

The legislative bodies of Canada^ seem 
to be vleiiig with each other In tho matter 
of granting railway bonuses. From To- 
ronto this week a batch of subsidies Imvo 
been announced. The largest vote Is that 
for the Irondale, Bancroft and Ottawa rail- 
way. $200,000. Thunder Hay and St. Joe 
railway gets a land grant In addition to 
the usual cash subsidy of $20,000: James 
Hay railway, from a point on the Canada 
Atlantic, near Boss Point to Parry Sound, 
Ave miles, and from a point on the main 
line and James Bay railway ot or near 
Barry Sound to the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way, at or near Sudbury, 90 miles — cash 
subsidy, $1,000. with $1)5,000 in addition to 
tilie previous votes. This is the Mackenzie 
and Mann road, and Is an' Important link 
In the Canadian Northern routo. From 
Dlnorwle station to Algomn, northerly to 
Lake Mlnuetakle, $45,000.— Commercial, 
Winnipeg.

NEW RANCH DISTRICT. 

From Kootenay Mall. 

Ixtst spring U. H. Nugle went to Canoe 
river on behalf of J. D. Slbbald, R. R. 
Green and others, to locate a block of land 
for ranching purposes. Mr. (Naglo selected 
land on Cranberry lake, and staked $:!,50o 
ulcre-s. Mr. Slbbald enlisted the co-opera- 
tion of gentlemen at Kamloops and Cal- 
gary. The llrst payment on the land has 
been made, and a syndicate formed to 
start a, cattle ranch there. Stock will bo 
purchased at an early date, and a man 
sent up to build a homejtead and look 
after the stock, the Increase In which 
should make a valuable herd within a few 
years. As the ranch -will be within a short 
distance of the lino of the Canadian. 
Northern railway, the scheme bida fair 
to be u great success. 



QUARANTINE, 

From Rosslnud .Miner. 

"If the Dominion quarantine regulations 
were efl'oetlve on the frontier we would, 
have smallpox thoroughly under control," 
Is tho conclusion which Dr. Pagan, provin- 
cial health officer, arrives at after n tour 
of the Kootenays as far east as Ferule. 
Discussing the situation in the territory 
covered, Dr. Pagan states that the epi- 
demic In Ferule lias been checked and that 
smallpox there Is well In hand. Five cases 
are being cared for In the hospital, and It 
is believed that the disease Is no more to 
be feared for the present. At Motrlssey 
one case exists, 'but the regulations have 
been rigidly enforced, and It Is not believ- 
ed that further eases will be found at that 
point. Throughout the district lu whleb 
the Crow's Nest Southern railway construc- 
tion camps are located no smallpox exists. 
Rossland" still has one ease. Referring to 
the quarantine on the frontier. Dr. Pagan 
says: "I do not know of any means by 
whlch better service can bo secured at tho 
ports of entry Into British Columbia. Tho 
administration of tin- quarantine at these 
points rests entirely with the Federal gov- 
ernment, and I may say that I have ex- 
hausted every manner 'Of representation to 
Induce the Federal authorities to remedy 
the present defects In their system, but it 
seems of little avail to take the matter up 
at Ottawa." 

It may be stated that the stamping out 
of the almost annual outbreaks of smallpox 
In the Kootenays Is largely due to the 
prompt and effective measures adopted by 
the provincial board of health. Dr. Pagan 
Is an exceptionally zealous official, and to 
the vigor which he injects Into his work, 
may be credited the prompt handling of 
smallpox wherever it occurs within the 
Jurisdiction of the provincial board. Were 
If not for the excellent system adopted and 
the rigorous manner of putting the regula- 
tions into effect, the cities land towns of 
tip! district would rarely "be rid of the 
scourge.

Columbia fruits in Manitoba, while the 
introduction of cold storage facilities had 
greatly improved the dairying ami fruit 
business. Another important innovation 
during the year hud beeu the successful 
importation of high grade cattle and stock 
from Eastern Canada. 

The efforts of the government to se- 
cure n reduction of the freight rates on 
agricultural products had also been at- 
tended with gratifying success. He read 
from the report of Mr. R. M. Palmer, 
of the Department of 'Agriculture, show- 
ing that the total imports of live stock 
into the province during the year had 
been: 

Pure-bred stock— Cattle, 08; sheep, OS; 
pigs, 04; poultrv, 118. Total value, $11,- 
;JT)2.S0. 

Stockers— 2,223 bead. Value, $20,- 
57-1.50. 

Total value, with freight added, $-10,-

Number of cars in 1900, 1. 

The work done during the year includ- 
ed: 

A successful meeting at New West- 
minster in March; three auction sales of 
stock held at New Westminster, Ash- 
croft and Victoria; information collect- 
ed as to the needs of the farmers and 
ranchers throughout the_prpvince in con- 
nection with stock; information dissem- 
inated .by meetings and through the 
press as to stock, prices, etc., anil where 
obtainable; ^orders for stock tilled and dis- 
tributed in various districts; general in- 
vestigation into the stockcr question and 
successful introduction into British Co- 
lumbia; rate:; obtained from C. P. It. 
for stockers of 81200 per car and $175 per 
car in 10-ear iois from Ontario to Brit- 
ish Columbia; visit of the Secretary to 
Ontario to inquire as to prices of all 
kinds of stock, management of Eastern 
live stock associations, departmental 
work, etc.; assistance given to exhibi- 
tions in prizes, proper score cards for 
dairy produce, judges, etc. 

Mr. Green asked if there was anything 
in the report regarding reductions in 
f i eight on ores, explosives or mining ma- 
chinery. 

Hon. Mr. Prentice answered that the 
report covered only agricultural products. 

Mr. Curtis wanted to know if the gov- 
ernment had askeil other railways than 
the C. P. It. for reductions in freight 
rates. 

Mr. XoiU asked if it was tho intention 
of the government to employ Mr. Palm- 
er in the same capacity this year. He 
suggested that it would not be fair to 
expect Mr. Palmer to do two men's 
work. 

Hon. Mr. Prentice said that It was the 
intention to employ Mr. Palmer on this 
special work during tho whole year, and 
that an efficient man would be engaged 
to attend to bis former duties as inspect- 
or of fruit, etc. 

With regard to stumping powder, the 
government bad done everything in their 
power to make the distribution satis- 
factory to the farmers. They obtained 
large reductions in first cost and about 
50 per cent, in freight rates from the 
C. P. li. So far these arrangements 
had not been taken ail^ntnge of by far 
mors to the extent desired or anticipated 
by tho government. 

He regretted that bo had been unable 
to attend the conventions of the Dairy- 
men's and Stock Kaiser's associations. 
Both those bodies were doing good 
work, and through the efforts of Mr. 
Hadwen a new industry had been 
created in the province, which was 
bound to increase very considerably 
from year to year. Tins industry of im- 
porting young cattle to the ranches of 
the interior had been made possible by 
the favorable freight rates secured from 
the C. P. It. 

The dairy industry had flourished 
wherever creameries had been estab- 
lished. The local demand took all the 
output of the Eraser valley and the Isl- 
and creameries, and tho product com- 
manded higher prices than the best im- 
ported butter. The indirect 'benefits of 
tho creamery system were: A demand 
for a bettor class of stock, improvements 
of the herds by weeding out inferior ani- 
mals, cash returns for butter in place of 
exchanging it for goods, emulation be- 
tween patrons and creameries to attain 
the best results, leading to greater care 
of stock and better feeding and economy 
of labor. 

In fruit growing there had been a very 
satisfactory development of the indus- 
try, particularly in the Okanngan district 
and on the islands. High prices had 
been realized in the season of 1001 for 
good fruit. OkaOugan fruit had a very 
high reputation in the Northwest mar- 
kets, due to the quality of the fruit, and 
the way in which it -had been graded and 
packed for market. There was a bright 
future for the industry, especially in the 
interior valleys, as markets were as- 
sured and transportation rates were 
favorable, and the country was free from 
the most injurious insect pests ♦preva- 
lent in the United States. 

He referred to-the Bulkley valley set- 
tlement as the first important movement 
of immigration to the fertile valleys of 
the Cassiar district. The government 
had made arrangements whereby 100 
heads of families would settle in the 
Bulkley valley (Hiring the coming sum- 
mer, and he went on to show how that 
settlement would add to the revenue of 
the province. The revenue tax would 
amount to $300 per year and % of 1 per 
cent, on the value of the lands, 81,200, 
making a total of $1,500 a year. The? 
capital outlay on the settlement would 
be: Road from Hazoltopi 75" miles, say, 
$25,000; two schools, $5,000; public 
building, $1,000. A total of $31,000.. 
And the annual outlay would amount to 
government agent or constable, $1,200; 
two teachers, $2,000, a total of $3,200, In 
the face of this the Dominion govern- 
ment, which did nothing whatever for 
those settlers, would profit by them to 
the amount of $5,000 annually, in- cus- 
toms duties, for each of the 100 fam- 
ilies would spend at least $200 a- year in 
dutiable goods. It Would' thus be seen 
that the province must make certain 
sacrifices in order to settle up her waste 
lands, but her outlay would eventually 
be repaid ten-fold in the increase of 
farming and other industries. Bulkley 
valley alone would have 10,000 people 
within the next 10 years. 

Leaving the question of agriculture, 
iMr. Prentice said there was one subject 
which ho considered paramount to all 
others— the financial relations between 
the Province and the Dominion, which 
every Hon, member must agree was above 
all other questions of vital importance to 
the future of British Columbia. Ho did 
not approach the subject in any spirit of 
antagonism to the Dominion government ; 
it was a clear business proposition, 
which should be considered calmly and! 
without bias by the parties concerned. 
The pith of the question was contained 
in the correspondence with Ottawa, an 
extract from which he rend as follows: 
"Now then, coming to the statements 
of contributions to the- Dominion treas- 
ury and the expenditure from the same 
in British Columbia, "the result ot com- 
putation covering a period of 30 years, 
is as follows: 

"The total amount expended by tho 
Dominion in the Province up to 1st 
•Tuly, 1001 — estimating the expenditure 
for the present year— will have been 
$28,008,091; the total contributed by 
British Columbia to the Dominion dur- 
ing the same period will hare been $42,- 
475,349; leaving a balance in favor of 
tlm Province of over $1.°,,500,000. 

"Tho expenditures in the Province in- 
clude the $750,000 paid to the Esquimau 
'& Nanaimn Railway company as a sub- 
sidy, and nil the ol'ber railway subsidies; 
the debt of the P'jtivi'^e assumed by the

The position of British 
Columbia, therefore, is, that it has not 
only practically paid its own way and 
recouped tho Dominion for everything 
that ft has cost, directly or indirectly, 
Init, in addition, has become liable for its 
share of tho debt of the Dominion, 

to $0 500 000 ° a baS ' S ' amounts 
'•The practical aspect of the case is 
tins: A province has u certain popula- 
tion and contributes a certain revenue. 
What it pays as imposts to the treasury 
is, per capita, its impost or burden of 
government. Computations on that basis 
in various ways show, as a general and 
almost invariable result, that for a whole 
period of years the burden lias been two 
and three-quarter times that of- the rest 
of Canada, taken as a whole. 
"Dominion expenditure in the Province 
, of course, greater per capita than that 
of the rest of Canada, but not in the 
same ratio, inasmuch as, taken together, 
there is a clear and a largo surplus of 
revenue over expenditure." 

There were three ways by which it 
could be shown clearly that British Co- 
lumbia by the terms of union is at a 
great disadvantage compared with other 
provinces. First— The extra cost of ad- 
ministration, owing to the geographical 
configuration of the province. Second— 
The contributions by way of customs and 
excise, which are as ;', to 1 per head as 
compared with Eastern provinces. Third 
—The high freight rates which the long 
haul from Eastern points makes iir 
many cases very burdensome— 20 times 
greater thftn in Eastern Canada. As an 
example, freights from terminal points in 
Ontario to local points are only 10 cents 
to 25 cents per 100 pounds, while through 
rates to British Columbia aro from 
$1.75 to $3.50 per 100 pounds, according 
to classificatiou, and local rates are 
sometimes equal to these through rates. 
Development, as had been shown in the 
Bulkley valley, meant increase of rev- 
enue to the Dominion, while, try as they 
would, it meant a loss to the Province. 

The government had been accused of 
extravagance in administration, hut ho 
would show by actual figures that tho 
affairs of the province were managed as 
economically as any other in the Do- 
minion. The speaker then quoted statis- 
tics from other provinces,. comparing tho 
cost of administration with that of 
British Columbia, and" showing that the 
total cost per head in the province was 
$20.50. 

It was entirely incorrect to assume that 
the province was in a state verging on 
bankruptcy, as some people would have 
it appear. The immense potentialities 
of the country would easily meet all de- 
mands of administration, and tomorow, 
if called upon, be could revise the assess- 
ment acts, so as to make both ends meet' 
—the province could stand it— but that 
was no reason why tho Dominion should 
treat the Province with injustice, nor 
was it a reason why British Columbia 
should conteut herself to stand' still in 
the midst of resources that would sup- 
ply maintenance for an empire. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Taking the case of Nova' Scotia, Mr. 
Prentice went on to show that there it 
was not necessary to ask for an amend- 
ment to the British North Americn Act 
in order to secure better terms. Nova 
Scotia made a claim for 'better terms 
shortly after confederation, and her caso 
then was almost on all fours with that 
of British Columbia today. 

He illustrated his argument with the 
following extracts from the correspond- 
ence which passed between Nova Scotia 
and the Dominion: 

Tho discontent in Nova Scotia which 
arose out of the admission of that prov- 
ince under the terms of union brought

matters to a crisis there in the year 
1S0S, and the people were almost unani- 
mous for secession. After matters had 
reached such a stage that it seemed im- 
possible to conciliate them, the late Sir 
John A. Maedonnld, then prime minister, 
addressed a letter to Joseph Howe, who 
was the chief exponent of the agitation, 
which, however, had gone beyond the 
limits ho bad anticipated. This letter of 
Sir John Maedonnld contained somo 
very pregnant sentences; after pointing 
out the irrevocable position of the prov- 
ince with regard to 'Secession, which could 
not be, he indicates The attitude of the 
Dominion government. For instance, he 

""It will be the cave and wish of that 
government and of tlie parliament of tho 
Dominion, to relax or modify any ar- 
rangements on those subjects which may 
prejudice the peculiar interests of Nova 
Scotia and the Maritime portion of the 
Dominion. . . . The Canadian gov- 
ernment is not only ready but .anxious 
to enter upon a frank and full discus 
sion of those points, and are prepared 
in caso the pressure of taxation should 
be shown to be unequal, or unjust to 
Nova Scotia, to relieve that pressur 
every means in their power. 

"You may remember that I suggested 
to the committee that Mr. Annand, the 
finance minister of the provTTice. or iiny 
other gentleman selected for the purpose, 
should visit Ottawa and sit down with 
the Finance -Minister here, for the pur 
pose of ascertaining- whether any inequn! 
ity or injustice exists, the extent of such 
inequality and tlie best remedy. And I 
now reiterate the assurance I then gave, 
that the government 'hero will consider 
the question not in a rigid, but in the 
most liberal spirit, with a desire to do 
even more than justice for the sake of 
securing tho co-operation of the people 
of Nova Scotia in working the new con 
stitution. .. . .. . 

"It is so obviously the interest of tho 
government and parliament of the Do- 
minion that the union should work satis- 
factorily, that the Nova Scotia repre- 
sentatives may rest well assured of every 
suggestion of theirs' being fully consid- 
ered." 

In reply to this letter, Joseph Howe 
made a characteristic but moderate re- 
ply: . , 

"Glancing- over those papers you will 
perceive that, if not confederated; Nova- 
Scotia could have met all her obligations, 
and, und'er her old tariff, have- had a 
small surplus in the treasury. That t>y 
imposing one per cent, upon imports, we 
could have raised money cuourIi to have 
kept up our roads and bridges, now left 
almost without any ■provision, though our 
tariff has been raised to 15 per cent., and 
sundry direct taxes have been imposed. 

If there is a- per contra 
side to the account, let it be sent down. 

"Should I go to Ottawa again 
my action would be governed 'by yours. 
If you do justice I will give you credit 

for it. 

"If yo-n . . . arrange the financial 
aspects of the question equitably, I 
think 'I may safely say that the gentle- 
men who may go from Nova Scotia to 
Ottawa, would bo justified in giving a 
fair support to your government." 

Hon. A. W. McLrian. who was 'a col- 
league of Howe's, in writing to Sir John 
Hose, then minister of finance, it: support 
of Mr. Howe's letJer, he made use of the 
following language, extracted therefrom, 
Sivirtg reasons for better terms: 

"First. Because Nova Scotia imports 
more dutiable goods per head of the 
population tban any other province 
named in the- Act of Confederation. 

"The imports into Nova Scotia for 
home consumption, say, in 1807, were 
$.",0.50 per head. Tho same year into 
Canada, after deducting coin and bullion, 
military stores, etc., not included in im- 
ports in Nova Scotia, they were only 
$20. Hence applying one tariff over all, 
tho amount collected per head in Novn 
Scotia will greatly exceed that in Can- 
ada •

"Another linancial objection, and one 
which bears heaviest wdth many, is tho 
want of a sufficient sum for. local ser- 
vices.. 

'Had our local government confined 
their appropriations to tho net sum Con- 
federation gives, atid providod by 'hill, 
as they, must do eventually, for raising 
by taxation on the counties the balance 
required to sustain local services, you 
wouTd in less than six months see Nova 
Scotia out of the Confederation, or only 
conciliated by British 'bayonets 

"That Novn Scotia did not consent to 
the Act of Confederation, that she strug- 
gles to ihe relensed from it; is mainly 
because she believes it takes away the 
old,, long enjoyed, and wined posses- 
sions without returning an equivalent. 
The people feel that they are called upon 
•to give iq) a large portion of the sum 
from which they have hitherto sustained 
their local services, and whilst unwilling 
to- do this, they ask what\ concessions' 
are the people of Canada making for 
Confederation, and when you fail to 
show that it is an act of mutual conces- 
sions .... they naturally -and do-, 
terminodly rebel against, a surrender of 
at least one-third average allowance for 
local purposes 

"Until you are ablo to demonstrate 
to our people that the surrender of so 
great a part of their local expenditure is 
tho ax change given fon- some equally 
valuable concession by Canada,. y.ou must 
not hope to conciliate Nova Scotia. . . . 

"But supposing you continue to ex- 
pend more than your nocoipts in Nova 
Scotia, even under the higher tariff, our 
people will be slow to. 'believe that the 
fault is- in Nova Scotia, but rather at- 
tribute it to the more expensive system 
of management attendant upon Con- 
federation, It was not the- fault of 
Pharonh's well-favored kine- that they 
did not improve tho.- condition of the- 
seven that devoured them." 

"Sir John Kose in a confiulential re- 
port on the financial position of Nova 
Scotia to Lord Monck, governor-gencrall 
of i©anada, divided it into a num'ber of 
headings; came to several important con^ 
ebisions, of which: the following are- 
two: 

"3rd.— That the increase of customs 
presses more directly on iNova 'Scotiia 
than the other provinces 

"6th,— That the local sources of rev- 
enue at present possessed 'by Nova 'Scotia 
are inadequate to carry on the s?rvnees 
devolving on the Province " 

"In his opening remarks Sir John 
Rose said: 

"The primary abject of the iiiimiry 
was to ascertain whether the ;burdens of 
tho people of Nova 'Scotia are greater 
now, than they would have been had no 
union taken pla.ee, «nd subsidiarily to 
contrast t.ho position of that province 
with the other sections of the Dominion, 
in order to sec- whether the financial ar- 
rangements, as. settled by tllo Union 
Act, operate any relative injustice to- 
wards tibem." 

"In dealing with the obisctions by 
'Nova Scotia,, be remarks: 

"Til's hardship resulting 1 from the 
nominal' increase in customs, is, as is 
urged" Iby Nova Scotia, furtrher aggravat- 
ed 1.»y the fact, that "whsrens her pro- 
ducts cliietfy consisted of ships, lumber, 
fish and coat, she bad to dispose of these 
abroad, and consequently had to import 
luady alt her articles; of consumption, 
from foreign countries! thus causing her 
population to pay a higher sum per lnsid' 
in duties than the people of any of the 
other provinces; that therefore the in- 
creased duty in customs is one which 
peculiarly effects her exceptional posi- 
tion, and that the nominal percent)tg»; of 
increase does not represent the rent addi- 
tion to the burdens on her pe-uple. 

"It is further urged that, notwith- 
standing this increase on her burdens, 
the total amount to lie received Iby her 
from the Dominion treasury, and from 
the provincial sources of revenue and 
the assets reserved to her. fall far short 
of what she formerly had, and are less 
indeed than is nocessarv to carry on tlie 
government, nnd provide for the Idea} 
services which the new constitution Im* 
assigned to her

Prom Ashcroft Journal. 

D. J. M-cDonnld, of Kumloops, Who repre- 
sents the Crown lauds, lias been in session 
nearly nil week with the ranchers! In the 
vicinity of Ashcroft. So many applications 
having been made to the Department to 
lease grazing lands, and In some Instances 
there being two or more applicants for the 
same land, Mr. McDonald bus called the 
ranchers together and hopes they will ar- 
range among themselves n fair division. 
They are almost certain to do so. and leases 
will be Issued to them, and everyone satls- 
fied or as near as can be. The Department 
believes that If this country Is not to suffer 
as Kansas does, that the ranchers for their 
own preservation, must control a fair 
amount of bind sufficient for their herds, 
and the Depart meat hopes and believes that 
•of n rancher Is given control of the land 
he will do something to preserve Its graz- 
ing value. It seems If the ranchers do not 
accept 'this responsibility It will he only n 
question of time and that perhaps before 
rong. when they will have no gumming hind. 
There nre those who are opposed to leasing 
and wish all government lands to be open. 
This does not seem wise. If the cattle 
industry Is to thrive, those Interested must 
do something to Improve the wild lands, 
either bv fencing and allowing the land.to 
rest from lime to time or 'bv seeding. Seed- 
ing grazing land may sound like a senseless 
proposition t-o cattle men. but we are loath 
to believe it Is a profitless proposition. .

make known to His Majesty, His heirs 
and successors, all treason and traitorous 
eo'-.^piracies and attempts which I shall 
know to Ibo against Him or any of them, 
and all that I do swear without equivo- 
cation, mental evasion, or secret reser- 
vation; so help me God. 
Sworn before me at the city of Victoria, 
this 18th day of 'March, A. D.. 1002.

BUSJNESS MEN 

IN SESSION 



Short Meeting of the Council 
of the Victoria Board of 
Trade. 



The council of the Board of Trade met 
yesterday morning, President L. <1. Mc- 
Quado presiding, and the following mem- 
bers beiug present: Messrs. J. A. Mara, 
Bindley Crease, Simon Loiser, 1L B. 
Scaibrooke, T. AV. Patterson, Aldermen 
McCandless and Grahnme. 

Thu following communications wore 
read by Secretary Blworthy: 

From Aug. Van Millengon & Co., of 
Alexandria, Egypt, asking for informa- 
tion regarding the introduction of Cana- 
dian goods into Egypt. Referred to the 
secretary for reply. 

'From Mr. Joseph Martin, regarding 
tho introduction of an act to prevent 
priority amongst execution creditors, and 
intimating to the board that a bill to 
this effect htid already been introduced 
this session by Hon. Mr. Eberts. The 
'.otter was received and filed. 

The petition for increased pay to the 
letter-carriers was then taken up, but 
tho board considered that it should not 
interfere in the matter, as certain in- 
creases had already been promised by 
the Postmaster-General. 

From the Southern Smelting company, 
of Oakdale, Georgia, seeking informa- 
tion regarding tho prospects for electing 
a smelter here. After a short discus- 
sion, the secretary was instructed to 
offer him all the information regarding 
the copper smelting field, which might 
be at his disposal. 

From D. Kobsoii, secretary of the 
Northwest Board of Trade, regarding tin 
effort to secure a reduction in the fees 
of the Small Debts aiid other courts, and 
also regarding the length of time in 
which appeals might bo taken. It was 
decided to endorse tho action of the 
Northwest board. 

IFrom O. J. Allan, of Portland, re- 
garding the facilities for wharfage, and 
the site of a rice mill here, hi this n 
reflection was also contained about tho 
depth of water and the general safety 
of the Outer wharf. 

From the discussion which followed, 
it appeared that Mr. Allen had been 
about for some three years, and bad 
visited Vancouver, New Westminster, 
and other points, seeking concessions for 
his project. The whole matter was. re- 
ferred to the City Council to act, but 
'Secretary Elworthy was instructed to 
enlighten him on the docking position 
here, nnd enquire whore he had been 
so badly misinformed. 

A vote of thanks was here instructed 
to bo conveyed to 'Mr. A. C. (Flumerfelt 
for his gift of a tine large photograph 
of the Granby smelter works, which wns 
spread out on tho table, and much ad- 
mired generally. 

The subject of the monthly meeting 
was then taken up, and various topics 
considered, but it was finally decided 
that the associated Boards of Trade be 
asked to attend the meeting to be held 
on Friday next for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the trade relations between Vic- 
toria and Kootonuy points, nnd other 
similar matters. 

The meeting then, adjourned.

"4th.— *It is ascertained that if there' 
had ibeen no uuion, and Nova Scotia had 
raised her tariff; to the extent since dune 
by the Dominion Parliament, it would 
have produced sufficient to have met iter 
increased liabilities, provided for her 
local services, and left a surplus be- 
yond; whereas as is contended, notwith- 
standing that increase the revenues left 
at her disposal are inadequate to meet 
the services she has customarily provid- 
ed for." 

Tho above excerpts, of course, do not 
represent Kose's own opinion, but simply 
his statement of Nova Scotia's position. 
His conclusions, already referred to, 
show to what extent he admitted the 
grievances complained of. Mr, John 
ILangton, auditor-general, to whom was 
submitted Mr. 'Mc'Lelan's letter, made 
a very long and detailed report on the 
suibject, from which, a few extracts arft 
jr.ailei 

. "JWfc, GUeLe'lan's facts are therefore 
borne out <by taking a more extended 
period, and the reason which he gives for 
the disproportion, viz., the different hab- 
its of an agricultural population, from 
those of one engaged in fishing, mining, 
and shipbuilding, is DO doubt to some ex- 
tent correct 

"It is evident, that if Nova Scotia is 
now called upon to pay the higher rate 
of duly prevalent in Canada upon its 
own higher rate of consumption, it will 
he a greater sufferer than is indicated 
■by the different proportion in which it 
paid duty per head of the 'population as 
above given. But it would not fee safe 
to base any calculation upon this as- 
sumption 

"With these corrections, however, the 
argument may be admitted, and the 
financial gain to iNova Scotia from our 
assuming their obligations may bo set 
down at $107,415, together with the sub- 
sidy of $333,581 per annum, to set 
against their increased taxation. . . . 

"It is an advantage which cannot be 
estimated in figures, but no Nova Sco- 
tiau can be blind to the fact, that it 
mti^t be an immense gain to the province, 
and Halifax in particular, to become tho 
Atlantic terminus of a great system of 
railways running far into the interior of 
the country. 

"'I think, however, that Mr. McLelan 
is justified in saying that population 
alone is not a sufficient basis. As it is 
a question of debt to be assumed, the 
share which each contributes towards 
paying for that debt, if not made the 
"whole basis, should at least have been 
taken into consideration. 

"IX. The final point which is discuss- 
ed in Mr. McLelan's letter is a most im- 
portant one for Nova Scotia, and is in- 
deed the basis oC the whole question be- 
tween us, viz.: Has Nova Scotia the 
means of carrying on the necessary local 
expenditure, without having recourse to 
direct taxation, or some other means of 
raising the requisite revenue, over and 
above what it will have to contribute 
towards the general government? 

"It will be evident that they arc not re- 
lieved from their financial difficulty by 
confederation. In every year the Do- 
minion statement shows a surplus, and in 
every year that of the Province shows a 
deficiency." 

' "This statement appears to me to be 



conclusive, as to the 'impossibility of 
Nova Scotia carrying on its ordinary ex- 
penditure under the present terms of con- 
federation, without resorting to direct 
taxation, or throwing the burden of edu- 
cation or local works, partially, at least, 
upon tho municipalities. It is true that 
this is already largely done by Canada 
proper, and that without the (municipal 
taxes its local expenditure could not be 
kept up to its present amount; but a 
•Nova Scotian may very well answer 
that their provincial revenues were 
enough for their wants in this respect, 
without having recourse to municipal 
taxation. It is true also that from the 
gradually increasing deficit of the last 
lew years, and from the additional works 
and subsidies to railways, for which they 
had made themselves responsible, these 
revenues would have been no longer suffi- 
cient. They would have been compelled 
to raise their tariff to as high a rate as 
that in Canada, and even then, perhaps, 
some additional charges might have fall- 
en on the municipalities; but the fact 
still remains that up to tho date of con- 
federation, whatever their increasing ex- 
penditure might have Jjeen preparing for 
them in the future, the ordinary cxpendi- 
tur went on as usual, and that for educa- 
tion was largely increased, without any 
additional burden falling on the people. 
The advent of coufederutiou immediate- 
ly caused a deficiency, equal to at least 
a third of their usual local expenditure, 
and it will be impossible to persuade 
them, even if it be not true to the full 
extent, that the post lioc is not the prop- 
ter hoc." .... 

"There has not been time during the 
short period since the effect of confeder- 
ation has been fully felt, to enable us to 
show with any certainty the financial 
consequences to Nova Scotia, but I think 
that the above considerations sufficiently 
indicate. (1) That Nova Scotia is now 
unable to meet its local wants, without 
local taxation to tho extent, of from 
c?l>00,000 to S2r>0,0<X). (O) That if con- 
federation had never taken place it 
would have been obliged to have increas- 
ed its annual taxation to fully as great 
an extent as it is now under the Domin- 
ion. (3) But that in^that case its local 
wants would have been provided for, at 
least for some years to come, whereas 
now there will still be a deficiency for 
local purposes." 

"And in conclusion Mr. Langton states: 
"I think it is also established that 
Nova Scotia does not contribute more 
than its shaTe towards the general ex- 
penses, but that without some additional 
resource it will not_have the means of 
paying for its accustomed local expendi- 
ture." 

"In a letter from Joseph Howe to Sir 
Johu Hose, minister of finance, he con- 
cludes as follows: 

"In the meantime permit me to say, 
that having discussed the whole subject 
with Mr. McLelan, we both concur in 
tho opinion that nothing that would be 
unfair to the other .provinces should he 
asked of the Dominion government. Wo 
seek only justice to our province, and 
are quite satisfied for any fair and 
equitable reconsideration of the financial 
arrangement made in London will prove 
that tho exceptions taken to those ar- 
rangements by the people of Nova Sco- 
tia can be sustained." 

"And in a joint letter of Joseph Howe 
.•mil A. W. McLelan, they state as a final 
appeal: 

"We have endeavored to stale the 
claims of Nova Scotia thus fairly and 
succinctly. The facts on which they rest 
apart altogether from political consid- 
erations, challenge injuiry, and will, we 
have no doubt, induce the government to 
honorably redeem the pledge conveyed 
in the letter addressed by Sir John Mac- 
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donald to Mr. Howe on the Cth of Octo- 
ber last." 

:Vs a result of this correspondence, 
which has only heeu briefly alluded to, 
the Dominion government agreed to two 
hiugs: 

"First. That the debt of Nova Scotia 
on entering the union be placed at $!>,- 
180,750 (instead of $8,000,000), and that 
the province be relieved from any chargo 
of interest, unless her debt exceed that 
sum, and 

Secondly. That for 10 years from tho 
1st of Julv, 1807, an annual subsidy of 
$S2,G9S be" paid to that province." 

"There were in the list of grievances 
of Nova Scotia practically speaking, 
eight heads, which may be enumerated as 
follows: 

The non-consent of the people to union 

An unjust proportionmeut of debts. 

iNou-allowanco for cost of new provin- 
cial building taken over iby the Dominion. 

Non-allowance for provincial note cir- 
culation of Nova Seotjn. 

Non-deduction from Savings br.n.k de- 
posits. 

Non-allowance for stores at hand at 
time of union. 

Non-allowance for difference in cur- 
rency. . ,. 

Inadequate provision for local expcudi- 

Of these only two were allowed, and of 
these the last named was the most im- 
portant, and the one upon which the 
province of British Columbia makes a 
demand for increased subsidy. 

"Sir John Koso, in his report on the 
subject, says: . 

"The undersigned is not insensible to 
the arguments which were favoiab.y 
pressed, that the two smaller provinces 
are in some respects placed at a disad- 
vantage as compared with the larger 
ones, that the cost of their local govern- 
ments must necessarily lie more per 
head; that the resources of Nova Scotia 
are us yet comparatively undeveloped; 
that the" coal trade, upon which she de- 
pends for a considerable portion of her 
local revenue, ! s in a condition of unusu- 
al depression; and that the physical char- 
acter of the country entails on her a 
larger expenditure to secure the neces- 
sary means of communication than the 
other provinces have to meet." 

" Vud in his concluding remarks, Jul 
believes that if the arrangements pro- 
ietl out, r Nova Scotia will 
is ... 

to meet those services which devolve up- 
on her by the terms of the Union A,cfc,i 
provided they are placed on a moderate 
but: efficient footing." . 

"It will thus be seen from a review ol 
the whole correspondence and communi- 
cations that the kernel of Nova Scotia s 
complaint was that the terms of union 
imposed conditions which the sources ol 
revenue at her disposal were insufficient 
to meet. Even then the settlement that 
was effected did not give satisfaction to 
Nova Scotia, and as a consequence, 
Joseph Howe, who had been the idol of 
the people of Nova Scotia and enjoyed 
their implicit confidence, lost his popu- 
larity, and the contumely which was 
heaped upon him as a consequence of his 
agreement and the acceptance of office 
under Sir John Macdonald so affected 
him as to shorten his days. 

"In fact, the dissatisfaction continued 
and, as will be seen later on, led to the 
agitation under Premier Fielding, now 
minister of finance, who in 1SS5 swept 
the province on a cry of "better terms" 
or secession. 

"In connection with the settlement al- 
ready referred to, another interesting 
point arose. The Ontario government, 
under the leadership of the lion. Kdward 
Blake, raised serious objections to the 
recognition of Nova Scotia's demands on. 
11 number of grounds, one of which was 
that tho .financial arrangements made by 
the Union Act as between Cauada and 
the several provinces, could not be 
changed without the consent of the sev- 
eral provinces. Another objection taken 
was the constitutional power of the Can- 
adian parliament to deal with the ques- 
tion. The latter was referred to the law 
officers of the crown, Great Britain, who 
replied that tho act granting better 
terms to Nova Scotia was competent for 
the parliament of Canada to pass under 
the powers vested in it by the 31st see- 
tion of the British North America Act of 
ISO". This, therefore, disposes of the 
question that the Dominion government 
would be unable to grant better terms to 
British Columbia without amending the 
British North America Act or reference 
to other provinces. 

""We now come to the agitation in Nova 
Scotia in 1885, when nn address was 
unanimously passed by tho legislative as- 
sembly of Nova Scotia in .which it was 
resolved that at the time of union the 
financial terms were wholly inadequate 
to meet the requirements of the various 
services of the government; that after 17 
years it was found that, the objections 
first urged applied witli greater force 
than in the first year of the union, and 
that if better financial terms were not 
made the House affirmed the advisability 
of taking steps to secure a severance of 
the political connection between the 
Province and the Dominion. 

"Here again was affirmed the para- 
mount principle that in Nova Scotia the 
sources of revenue left to tho prov- 
ince by the Dominion were inadequate, 
owing to the geographical .position and 
conditions and the nature of their re- 
sources. Sir John Macdonald was still 
in power at the time of this second agita- 
tion, and the result of this appeal was, 
as claimed by the Hon. Mr. Fielding, the 
present .finance minister, the construc- 
tion by tho federal government of the 
government railway in Cape Breton, and 
the other large grants for railway aid to 
the ptovinoe, also the acquisition of 
wharves and payment therefor by the 
Dominion government. 

"Coming down still later, we find in 
the supply bill of 1!)01 further grants to 
Nova Scotia of $690,000 odd and to New 
Brunswick $200,000 odd. 

"We Gild also an act passed granting 
Sttfi.OOO a year to bite province of Prince 
Kdward Island as a •Compensation for 
the alleged non-fulfilnt'-'nt of the terms of 
union with respect t{> the maintenance 
of efficient steam communication be- 
tween the Island and the Mainland." 

iMr. iPreutice concluded a forcible ad- 
dress by declaring that before many 
years the Dominion would be forced to 
recognize the justice of British Colum- 
bia's claim for better terms. (Applause.) 

IMr. JO. C. Smith said the opening 
weeks of the present session would go 
down in history as "British Col'tunhia's 
wash day." It had Ibeen a case of 
much ado about nothing. There _w;as 
nothing much in the Speech frqth~the 
Throne, which would commend itself to> 
the average man. Outside the loyal ref- 
erences, in which ho heartily concurred, 
tho most important matter mentioned 
was the reduction in freight rates, and 
that was- brought on. not by the govern- 



ment, but us result of competition. He 
mentioned with tiatisfaction the In- 
crease in population in Bast Kootcnay, 
consequent upon the! development of the 
coal mines, and the building of new 
railways. Re complimented the C. I'. 
It. on reducing their freight rates with- 
out having biVn urged to do so. 

'He considered the machinery of the 
government, so far as the licensing of 
hotels was concerned, as cumbersome, 
and pointed out how in his opinion it 
might .be much simplified. 

He concluded by hoping that the 
claims of free miners serving in South 
Africa would be protected. (Applnuee.) 

Tho Address in reply to the Speech

Mr. Curtis' bill to amend the Railway 
Assessment Act was read a first time. 
.MOTIONS. 

.When motions were reached, iMr. 
Speaker reminded the House that mem- 
bers must be prepared to go on with 
their resolutions or drop them, unless 
the majority of the House consented to 
allow them to remain on the order paper. 

Mr. Tatlow moved for a return setting 
forth: 

1. 'Amount of royalties collected on 
timber cut within the Ksquimalt & Na- 
nanno railway 'belt in the year 1800, 
V.KK) and 1001? 

2. From whom such royalties were 
collected? 

.'!. Amount of timber cut' within said 
limits in the year 1800, 1000 and 1001 V 

•I. How much of same has been ex- 
ported not manufactured? 

5. How much timber cut within said 
limits in each o£ said years paid no 
royalty whatever'.' 

(I. By whom it was cut? 

Mr. Tatlow said the act prohibiting the 
export of logs worked a discrimination 
against timber cut on public lauds as 
compared with that cut in the 10. & N. 
Ibelt, and on private lands. The latter, 
so .far as he could ascertain, amounted 
to about one-fourth or one-fifth of the 
total cut of the province, 110110 of which 
contributed to the revenue of the prov- 
ince. He held that all this timber should 
pay royalty. He favored keeping raw 
materials within the province, and he 
believed the government should put on 
a large stimipage tax 011 all timber cut 
with a rdbatc on all manufactured with- 
in the province. With regard to piles, 
telegraph poles, railway ties, and props, 
which were all partly manufactured, it 
was impossible to export any of them 
under the act. Ho understood that a. 
large order for idles for the Philippines 
had ibeen refused 011 that account. 

Hon. iMr. Wells said the statistics 
asked for would 'be furnished as soon 
as possible, though he did not see what 
good purpose would be gained. The 
government had no mason to regret the 
passing of the act of last session. The 
effect of that act had proved highly 
beneficial to the lumber Industry, and 
had met with very general approval. lie 
did not agree with ..Mr. Tallow's sug- 
gtstion-of a stumpage tax. 

iMr. (Curtis said an injustice had been 
done in not Ibriugiug all timber cut in 
the province under the provisions of the 
act. 

He was proceeding to attack the E. 
& N. railway conjpfljiy, when Mr. Oliver 
pointed out that .Mr. Curtis was not 
speaking to the question. 

Mr, 'Curtis insisted that he was in 
order. 

Mr. Speaker said it would be in order 
to discuss the question when tne papers 
asked for were brought down. 

Air. McPhillips held that Mr. Curtis 
was quite in order. 

Finally Mr. Curtis proceeded to air his 
views on the subject of royalties on coal 
and timber at considerable length. 

'Mr. McPhillipa supported iCapt. Tat- 
low's resolution. 

■Mr. Neill argued that the act was cal- 
culated to destroy an important branch 
of the lumbering business— the: exporta- 
tion of piles and props, for which there 
was a great and growing demand in the 
United States. He urged an amend- 
ment to tho act permitting the exporta- 
tion of those articles under proper regu- 
lations. 

Hon. 'Mr, Wells said the government 
had in contemplation a change , in the 
act, which he hoped would meet the 
views of honorable members. 

The resolution was then adopted. 

iMr. Helincken moved: 

That an humble address be presented 
to iHla Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, 
asking him to cause; to be laid before this 
Hthiso copies of the proposed contract 
and all correspondence and letters and 
other material which have passed be- 
tween the provincial government, or any 
member thereof, and any person or per- 
sons or corporations, touching the 
securing of the construction in British 
Columbia of a railway from Bute Inlet 
to Yellowhead Pass with the railway 
system on Vancouver Island. 

Mr. Helmcken said ho believed tho 
government would have no objection to 
bring down the papers asked for. It 
had been stated that a contract had ibeci* 
signed between tho government and tho 
Canadian Northern, and tho House was 
desirous of securing all tho information 
possible on this important question. The 
papers had been asked for before with- 
out avail, although the government had 
taken outsiders into their confidence. 
Those gentlemen who had been entrusted 
with government secrets were estimable 
members of society, and there could be 
no possible objection to their being con- 
sulted, except that they wore not rep- 
resentatives of the people. They had 
written a letter which had been publish- 
ed in the New Era. He had no doubt 
that letter had had an effect upon the 
election on March 10, but he objected to 
the government, withholding papers from 
tho House which they exhibited to pri- 
vate citizens. The House had not been 
favored with anything hearing on the 
'Canadian Northern since tile draft con- 
tract had been .brought down, although 
it had been publicly stated that there 
were subsequent telegrams find other 
correspondence received by the govern- 
ment. He accused the government of 
discourtesy in not bringing down all the 
pnners, and urged that there was no 
valid reason for withholding them. 

Mr. McPhillips cordially supported the 
resolution. The members for Victoria 
hail not been given information regard- 
ing the railway contract, .and were thus 
placed in a false light before their con- 
stituents. The conduct of the irovern- 
inent was discourteous to the Legislature 
and unfair to himself and Mr. Helmcken. 
Ho scored the government for submit- 
ting the Canadian Northern proposal to 
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three merchants, estimable as they were 
in their sphere of life. Why had it not 
been presented to eminent counsel if it 
were necessary to secure an opinion as 
to its genuineness? 

'Hon. Col. Prior hoped Mr. McPhillips 
ardor would cool with time. He could 
not agree with the resolution. Negotia- 
tions were pending between the govern- 
ment .and the foremost linn ot railway 
contractors in Cauada. It was very un- 
fair that honorable members should ask 
for letters anil papers while these 
negotiations were in progress. The gov- 
ernment would not be justified, at the 
present stage of the negotiations, in 
bringing down tho papers, but imme- 
diately that the bargain was completed 
the papers would be presented to the 
House, am! he ventured to say that they 
would be found satisfactory to a ma- 
jority of the momfbers. (Applause.) 

iCapt. Tatlow said he had charged, on 
[March (!, that the reason the papers were 
not brought down was" because there 
was a secret agreement between the 
Premier and the Canadian fNorthem for 
tho sale of the I0. & N. railway. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsnvuir — "3 said, No." 

iQapt. Tatlow reiterated his charge in 
vehement language. 

iMr. Curtis rose to read a formal 
charge against Premier Duusmuir for 
having had the temer.ty to attempt to sell 
bin interest in the 10. & 'N. railway. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts accused Mr. Curtis 
of taking advantage of his position as 
a member of the Legislature to make a 
libellous charge on tho floor of the 
House, which he dared not make outside 
of parliament. 

Mr. Curtis was finally allowed to read 
his charge, after considerable discus- 
sion as to his being iu order in doing so. 
At the conclusion of his roading, Mr. 
Curtis said he would move for a com- 
mittee, of investigation into these 
charges. 

The document rend by Mr. Curtis, 
which was couched in exaggerated and 
high flown language, was received by 
tho, House with great amusement. 

Mr. MeBiide criticized the government 
for not having produced the railway pa- 
pers. How did they reconcile their sub- 
mitting those papers to a trio of mer- 
chants while they withheld them from 
the House. Ho was inclined to believe 
that there was no contract at all in 
existence— that it was a myth created for 
election purposes. He accused Col. Prior 
of usins the Canadian Northern cry to 
secure his election, he had secured his 
seat by false pretences. There was no 
contract in existence. 

Hon. Col. Prior— "Be careful what you 
say." 

iMr. MeBride — "I repeat thero is no 
contract. I have said so outside the 
House and I will say it again." 

Hon. Col. Prior— 'That is absolutely 
false." 

iMr. .MeBride — "There was no contract 
signed as far as he knew. Col. Prior 
would have to explain his conduct to 
tlie electors of Victoria." 

Hon. Col. Prior— 'They have elected 
me seven times." 

Mr. MeBride again accused Col. Prior 
of misrepresenting facts, and deceiving 
the people of Victoria. 

Hon. Col. Prior— "That is false." 

Mr. Speaker called the honorable mout- 
hers to order, and pointed out that Mr. 
MeBride had been the aggressor. Mr. 
MeBride therefore withdrew the objec- 
tionafljlo words, but repeated his accusa- 
tion in the form of insinuation. 

He continued to denounce tho Minister 
of Mines and the government for en- 
gaging tho services of Mr. Greenshields, 
who was, ho declared, acting as solicitor 
for the government, and the railway con- 
tractors. There were lawyers enough 
and legal talent enough in British Co- 
Iurn/bia, aDd there was no reason why 
the government should go to Montreal 



for an advisor. Mr. Greenshields was 
quite justified in accepting tho 'brief, and 
he did not wish to reflect upon that gen- 
tleman's professional ability, but it was 
an unheard of thing that a solicitor 
should be acting for both parties in an 
affair of such magnitude. 

Mr. Helmcken could not accept the 
reason advanced by the Honorable the 
Minister of Mines, for not Ibriugiug 
down the papers, as n valid one. He 
held that the House was entitled to all 
available papers. He would, therefore, 
press his motion. 

The motion was then negatived on the 
following division:

'Messrs. Hunter and Houston were ab- 
sent. 

The House then adjourned till 2 p. m. 
today.

President of Rossland Board of 
Trade Delegate to See 
Government. . 



G. A. Huff and Alberni's Railway 
Aspirations— A Golden 
Liberal. 



Mr, .1. B. Johnson, president of the Ross- 
land Board of Trade, is in tha' city as a 
delegate of th,e Associated Boards of Trade 
of Eastern British Columbia, to press on 
the government the views expressed In tho 
resolutions passed at the annual meeting 
of the Assoelated Boards held at Kaslo 
last 'month. The main duration, he said, 
in conversation with a representative or 
the Colonist, was the two per cent tax on 
the gross output of the mines. Under this 
tax he says the lower the grade of ore 
the higher the tax, and naturally the tax 
is a very unpopular one. Mr. Bernard Mac- 
donald, the well known mine manager, who 
is just bael; from London, told Mr. John- 
son that the tax was also very unpopular 
in the money market. The mine owners 
do uot ask that they be exempted from 
taxation, but they do eonteud that a fairer 
lax than the present oue should be levied 
The government might increase the tax 
on unworked crown grants and collect ar- 
rears, which would tend to have the ground 
worked nnd prevent the holding of claims 
by speculators. In respect to Rossland, Mr 
Johnson said: "Tho outlook never looked 
brighter for Rossland, Although there ' 
a strike on for several months, the output 
of 'the mines was 50.000 greater last year 
than during the previous year."

THE VALUE OF A MINE. 

Sir,— Few people realize tllie value of a 
mine In active operation to the community 
in which it exists. The general assumption 
Is that the benefit of it goes mostly into 
the pockets of the owners, and that the 
community nt large Is not much affected 
by Its prosperity or failure. Nothing can 
be farther from the truth. A working mine 
is first and foremost profitable to the com- 
munity surrounding it; secondly, to the 
province (especially In creating and support- 
ing population), ' and lastly (but by no 
means nlwuys) to the owners of It. Dur- 
ing the last ten years numbers of mines 
and prospects have been developed through- 
out the province, and many millions of dol- 
lars have been expended without the re- 
turn. In the majority of cases, of a single 
dollar by way of profits to those who sup- 
plied the money. 

That this expenditure has been a special 
benefit to the communities In which tbo 
mines were situated, is shown by the crea- 
tion of such centres of poulatlon as Nelson, 
Rosslnnd, Grand Forks, Greenwood, Phoe- 
nix, Moyie and other smaller communities. 

That such expenditure Is a vast benefit 
to the province may be seen at n jrlam.e 
from the public accounts, whMi show tiMt 
upwards of 25 per cent of the entire rev- 
enue of the province Is derived directly 
from the mining Industry, and probably 
another 25 per cent is derived indirectly 
from the same source. 

Finally, that such expenditure Is not, tin- 
der present conditions, profitable to the 
owners of mines ,1s shown by the general 
cessation of dividends, and bv the reluct- 
ance of the Investing public to risk any 
further advances. 

The benefit which Is realized bv the first 
two classes above mentioned, namely, the 
community In which a mine is being operat- 
ed and the province at large, can be shown 
by the statistics of almost any mine. Let 
me take as an example the Centre Star 
of Rosslnnd. which also enjoys the rare 
distinction of having paid a few dividends. 
During the year ending September 30th. 
1001. the Centre Star shipped S0.410 tons 
of ore to the Trail smelter. 

The smelter's gross assay value of this 
ore, after deducting Indirect charges fas 
shown by the annual report), was 51,177,- 

The business of the company being con- 
tinuous, it Is Impossible to point out ex- 
actly how every dollar of this money was 
expended, but the report enables us to see 
the main items, and the particular classes 
of Individuals who reaped the benefit. Take 
the following items: 

1. The Canadian Smelting com- ' 
pany of Trail. R. O., (calculat- 
ed by deducting the net value 

from the gross value) $482,515 00 

2. Cost of mining. (I.e., wages 
paid to miners, muckers, en- 
gineers, timber men, etc.) 258,240 23 

.'!. Provincial ore tax 13.8S!)«02 

4. Trenenil expenses (diamond 
drilling, depreciation of plant, 
legal expenses, office ex- 
penses, etc.) 55,423 03 

5. Dividends 175.000 00 



S085.177 S-l 

To the above items of expenditure must 
be added the cost of Improvements during 
1001 to the machinery, buildings and equip- 
ment of the mine, amounting to fully $25.- 
000. n large portion of which necessarily 
found its way into the pockets of the lum- 
ber merchants, machinists and laborers of 
Rosslnnd. 

The nbove facts and figures show that 
a single mine of moderate capacity Is capa- 
ble of distributing fully a million dollars 
a year amongst 'ltd employees and others. 
With the exception of the Le Rol Co., 
whose -esmnlter is In the United States, the 
bulk of expenditure occurs within the prov- 
ince and in the Immediate vicinity of the 
mine. 

During the year ending the 31st Decem- 
ber, 1001, the War Eagle mine paid $119,- 
1S5.27 to the Trail smelter, and distributed 
£177,500.23 among Its miners, diamond 
drillers and other employees In British 
Columbia; but the shareholders did not re- 
ceive a cent. 

The output of the Le Rol mine last year 
was nearly double as much as the com- 
bined output of the Centre Star and War 
Eagle, yet Its shareholders did not realize 
a farthing. 

Just how long mine owners may lie will- 
ing to continue paying out money without 
receiving any return Is a question which 
is worth pondering. 

In any line of business the question is 
promptly answered. 'Charge a man more 
than your goods or services are worth and 
he will Hlmply go elsewhere. Insist upon 
monopolizing the profits of-cvery deal, and 
ho will not continue to deal ■with you. Have 
we not pretty nenrly reached this condition 
of affairs In British Columbia ? 

The entire revenue of the province for 
the year ending 30th June. 1001 (as shown 
by the pulilic accounts at page 1 302), was 
$1,000,032.57. 

This sum of money, large ns It Is, falls 
Hhort of tin- amount contributed by the 
Centre Star. War Eagle and Le Rol mines 
to the people of tills province during the 
same period. 

Is It not time. Mr. Editor, that our gov- 
ernment and Legislature should cease 
wrangling over side Issues, and devote their 
attention to the encouragement of an In- 
dustry which Is so fruitful of profit to the 
whole province?

IS A GIFTED 



VIOLINIST 



Triumph of [Miss Lenora Jack- 
son Who Played Here on 
Monday. 



Undoubtedly the greatest musical event 
of the season took place in the Institute 
hull on -Monday evening, -when Leonora 
Jackson, the most gifted girl that ever 
played a violin, made her initial appear- 
ance before a Victoria audience. To say 
that the concert "was a great success is 
putting it very mildly indeed. From 
the time she placed her bow on the 
striDgs to bring forth the first note, till 
the end of the concert, ."where she re- 
sponded to a vociferous encore, toy play- 
ing u sweet melody by Limouetti, who 
(by the way presented her personally with 
a copy of that divine ^Madrigal," she 
hehl tho audience simply spellbound. 
One has such a feeling of security in 
her presence, inasmuch as she is ab- 
solutely certain of all her notes, and 
at once gives the impression that sho 
is master of her instrument. Her bow- 
ing is exquisite, sho is grace itself, and 
to attempt to criticize her would he use- 
less. If there is such a tiling, a perfec- 
tion in violin playing, she certainly has 
arrived at that state. 

In au interview in the Driard with 
Mrs. Jackson, tho mother of Miss (Leon 
ora, one of tho Colonist's representatives 
gathered that, sho received her first les- 
sons on the violin from her mother, "who 
by the way now is acting in the dual 
capacity of chaperon and business man- 
ager of the company, and who said that 
when the young prodigy was yet very 
young, sho used to give her a ten minuto 
lesson three times a day, and never 
would let her practise without her per- 
sonal supervision. Iu tli's manner she 
made rapid strides, and was much sought 
after at social functions, church socials, 
etc., at which sho never played except 
upon very rare occasions, when for a 
most worthy object. She then took les- 
sons from tho lending men of Chicago, 
until the age of 1-1, wneu her mother de- 
cided to take her to Burope, whore she 
remained till she was 20, under the cele- 
brated Joukim, of Berlin; Dancla, of 
Paris; and Ysayo and Caesar Thompson, 
of Brussels. 

Since then her life has been a series 
of artistic triumphs. There is no end of 
interest in listening t.o Mrs. Jackson 
describe the various successes witli 
which they met whilst in 'Europe, not- 
ably thnt very proud eveDt of her 
daughter's life when she was command- 
ed to play before the late Queen Vic- 
toria, and how nervous she felt about 
appearing before royalty, and how dif- 
ferent it all turned out to lie in reality 
when she was in the dear Queen's royal 
presence, and how impressive the scene 
when Queen Victoria pinned thnt 'beauti- 
ful! jeweled star on her breast, which she 
wore at her concert here. And in the 
■face of all this, she is so unaffected, -so 
modest, a combination of virtues which 
seems almost impossible for one so hon- 
ored. 

The other two members of the com- 
pany nre very delightful artists indeed, 
but in tho presence of a star of such 
magnitude and perfection as Lenora 
Jackson one is almost tempted to under- 
value them. 

Tlie committee of local musicians who 
undertook to bring this musical treat 
to this city deserve great credit for the 
success of their efforts, and should occa- 
sion permit it, will undoubtedly receive 
the hearty co-operation or 1 musical peo- 
ple here m future demands made upon 
them. 

The company goes to Seattle from 
here, and gradually goes Bast, and next 
year they tour through Europe, and the 
following year again through America, 
and should they ever visit Victoria again, 
a full house would certainly greet them.

Vessels Bound 

To This Port 



Celtic Is the Latest Addition to 
the Fleet for City of 
Victoria. 

Local Shipyards are Busy— Th e 
Aorangi Expected Today 
From Australia. 



Tlie Celtic, the latest addition to tho 
Victoria-bound lleet, is a sister vessel of 
one of the missing ships lost en route to 
this coast, the Celtic Bard, which, to- 
gether with the Carradoc, sailed from 
Oriental ports for tho Royal Roads un- 
der charter to load salmon five years ago, 
and were never heard of after sailing. 
Both vessels are believed to have been 
lost in the winter gales off this coast, 
for wreckage believed to have come from 
the -missing Celtic Bard was found on the 
west coast of Queen Charlotte islands 
by the Indians. Tlie lost Celtic Bard 
was a vessel of tho same stamp and al- 
most identical tonnage with the Celtic 
Chief, which is to bring a cargo of gen- 
eral merchandise from Liverpool ^.con- 
signed to Victoria and Vancouver mer- 
chants. 

Another ship en route to Victoria with 
cargo is the bark Yola, 1,470 tons, which 
sailed from Liverpool on January 1, and 
from Milford Haven on tho 11th, en route 
to Victoria via Honolulu, with general 
cargo for British Columbia merchants. 
Tlie first of the laden fleet expected to 
reach port is the bark Holy wood, 'bring- 
ing general 'merchandise, including 
heavy consignments of tin for the can- 
neries from Liverpool. The hark is now 
112 days out, and is expected to arrive 
about two weeks hence. The British 
ship Kate Thomas is expected to arrive 
about a month later with general cargo. 

But one salmon ship_ 1ms 'been, charter- 
ed to date, tlie German bark Artemis, 
Which has been fixed by Robt. Ward & 
Co. to load salmon on tho Fraser river 
for London. The Artemis is now en 
route to Santa Rosalia from Hamburg 
with general cargo. 

The iron hark Senator,- Capt. Suther- 
land, which left the Royal Roads the 
day preceding the wooden Senator, now 
posted as overdue, is about due at. Seat- 
tle from Glasgow. It is now 132 days 
since she left the Scotch port. The iron 
Senator made a good run home with her 
wheat cargo, and is due to load another, 
while the wooden Senator, with her him 
ber cargo loaded at Ohemainua some 
time before tho iron Senator loaded her 
wheat, is 113 days out from Victoria for 
'Liverpool, and because of her bad re- 
cord, siie is reinsured at 20 per cent. 

Since leaving together with the iron 
Senator, the wooden Senator put into 
Hilo leaking and in a waterlogged con- 
dition, her crew exhausted after a run 
for life to the Hawaiian port, and after 
being repaired, hegnu leaking ngain and 
ran to Victoria, arriving here on August 
2o. She was partially discharged and 
some repairs were made at Esquimalt, 
and the voyage was resumed on Novem- 
ber 25.

Capt. Startin of the Arethusa Preaches 
to Sailors at Nanking. 

Capt. James Startin and his ship, the 
Arethusa, were formerly of Esquimalt,

The service 
he conducted was like that of Moody, 
■Molt or Hudson Taylor, and would bo 
called 'revival.' It is "refreshing to see a 
man like this who cares so little for emp- 
ty conventionalities and devotes himself, 
that is, in his spare time, to the good of 
his fellows, lie is most conscientious in 
his acts and very considerate of bis men. 
A number of the crew are enthusiastic 
Christia as." 

LOCAL SHIPBUILDING. 

Two New Steruwheelers to Be Shipped

As reported a few dags ago, there is 
much work going on in the Victoria ship- 
yards. The steamer Venture, and tlie 
new Hudson's Hay river steamer, are 
being built in tlie upper harbor, two 
steel steam launches of good size have 
been contracted for by tlie Imperial gov- 
ernment, and tlie bunding of a tug and 
wrecker is contemplated.
